3. Adverting, in the first place, to that portion of tho above 
series which is comprised within the year ended 29th Sept., 
1848, it will be seen from these tables that there was a progres- 
sive increase of the numbers relieved in the Workhouses to the 
24th June, 1848, and of the numbers on the out-relief lists to 
the 1st July; and that after the last of those dates, the numbers 
both of out-door aud in-door poor rapidly declined until the 
end of September. 

4. By reference to the same series of returns it will be seen, 
that long before the numbers in the workhouses had begun to 
diminish, and even while they were still increasing, the number 
of the fever patients, and the number of the other sick, had 
very materially declined ; and that the rate of mortality among 
the inmates decreased to 2^ per 1,000 weekly, a lower point 
than has been before marked on the Workhouse returns sinco 
the beginning of the potato failure. 



5. In paragraph 36 of the last annual Keport it was stated 
that 176 Inquests, in which the verdicts alleged death through 
want, were reported by the Constabulary to have been held 
from the 30th Sept., 1847, to the 22nd April, 1848, inclusive. 
.From the latter date to the 29th Sept., 1848, the number of such 
reports was 72. 

6. Iu many of the cases reported by the Constabulary, and 
in other cases which came to our knowledge 'without any 
inquests having been held, the death was attributable to the 
determination of the heads of families not to resign the occu- 
pation of land. This was especially the case in the latter part 
of the spring of 1848, when the crops had with much exertion, 
and at a sacrifice, on the part of small occupiers of land, of 
almost every other possession, been put into the ground. The 
determination of such occupiers under those circumstances, not 
to part with the occupation of their land, exposed their families 
to intense privation, and not unfrequently to fatal consequences. 
We sought at this time the advice of Counsel whether the 
Guardians might relieve the families and prosecute tho head 
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Quarter-acre Clause. — Classification of Persons Relieved. 5 

of the family, under the 2nd section of the Vagrant Act for 
wilfully neglecting to maintain them. The Counsel whom we 
consulted, Mr. Henn, q.c., was of opinion that the Act did not 
disqualify the family of a person occupying- more than a 
quarter of an acre of land from receiving- relief, but that if 
the occupier was unable to maintain his family, it would not bo 
proper to convict him of wilfully neglecting to clo so. In this 
opuiion Her Majesty’s Attorney-General for Ireland concurred. 

i. I lie circular letter in which we made known this con- 
struction of the law will be found in the Appendix ; and the 
result was, that in some Unions relief in the Workhouse or relief 
in food was extended to the families of pei'sons occupying 
more than a quarter of an acre of land, in cases of extreme 
necessity; but it has not been found on inquiry that the practice 
went to any great extent, or so as to enlarge very materially 
the gross numbers receiving oitt-door relief. 



8. The classification of the persons relieved during the half- 
years respectively ended on the 2oth March, and the 29th Sep- 
tember, 1848, comprising- the first year of the operation of the 
Extension Act, is now known from the Abstracts of the audited 
Union Accounts for those half-years.

12. Tliere is little to be added, to the statements contained in 
our first annual Report regarding the operations of the Com- 
mission during the year ended 29th September, 1848. The 
issues made from the funds of the British Association ceased in 
July, 1848 ; the total amount administered in aid of the poor 
rates from that source having been £145,253 Is. 8 d. From 
that time to the close of the year, all the assistance given in aid 
of the local rates was derived from Treasury Grants. The 
whole extent of those grants during the year in question was 
£114,968 fas.. 10 d . ; making, together with the aid from the 
British Association, a sum of £260,221 8s. (kl. 

13. The effects of the assistance thus afforded towards the 

close of the season, in preserving the lives of persons who were 
without any means of procuring food, cannot be calculated 
with any certainty; but in a communication made by us to 
your Excellency, on the 28th October, 1848, we estimated the 
preservation of life fromthis source alone at not less than200,000 
souls. The extent of the benefit, however, is not fully shown 
without reference to the great length of time during which, at 
the low price of provisions then prevailing, a given sum (say £1) 
enabled the Guardians to furnish a sufficiency of wholesome 
food for human sustenance. Comparing the cost of the food 
given in out-door [relief with the number relieved, and with 
the. contract prices, it appears that the quantity given to each 
individual was, on an average of all classes, rather less than 
1 lb. of Indian meal per day, and the cost about 6^d. per week, 
adult persons receiving at least lib., and, v.hen working, a 
larger allowance, but not exceeding If lb. At the rate of lib. 
per. day, a sum of £1 would furnish food, the chief necessary 
of life, for a space of thirty-four weeks. ... 
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8 Relief in. Food.— Employment of Able-bodied. — Emigration, 

14. We believe that the food furnished, at this low cost, to 
the destitute poor of the distressed Unions in the summer of 
184S, was at that season an effectual relief to a large mass of 
the population who received it ; and we regard as strong confir- 
mations of that belief, the decline of the rate of mortality in the 
Workhouses, and the decrease in the number of reported inquests 
already adverted to in paragraphs 4 and 5. At the season of 
the year referred to, the weather is more favourable to those 
who, in addition to want of food, are unprovided or ill-provided 
with shelter, fuel, and clothing; and epidemic disease is, partly 
perhaps through the same causes, less frequent and less severe 
in its visitations. The great want, therefore, at this season of 
the year is the want of food ; and making due allowances for 
such abuses as may have prevailed in the dispensation of relief 
to large numbers of claimants, there is just reason to think that 
the large issues of Indian meal and other food which were sus- 
tained during so considerable a part of the years 1847 and 
1848, were the cause of an immense, saving of human lifo; 
while the more effectual relief afforded in the Workhouses to 
130,000 inmates daily, was the means of rescuing many from the 
effects of long privation, followed by disease, which, but for the re- 
lief afforded in the W orkhouses, would probably have been fatal . 

15. The system of employment of able-bodied males adopted 
in Unions, in which it was found necessary to afford relief out 
of the Workhouse to this class, has been maintained, notwith- 
standing some expression of dissatisfaction on account of tho 
unproductiveness of the work, which consisted almost entirely 
of stone-breaking. The grounds on which we acted in recom- 
mending this kind of employment to the Guardians are fully 
stated in our former Report ; and we think that the results have 
justified the course we took. The early spring cultivation, so 
disastrously interfered with under the Labour Employment Act 
in 1847, proceeded with more than usual activity in tho corres- 
ponding season of 1848 ; and we have had the satisfaction of find- 
ing that at no one point of time during the whole year 1847-8, 
more than 63,000 able-bodied males were engaged on the relief 
works under the Poor Law, throughout the wholo of Ireland. 

16. There has been an increased disposition on the part of 
Boards of Guardians, since our last Report, to avail themselves 
of those provisions of the Irish Poor Law which encourage 
Emigration to the British Colonies ; and in some instances the 
rate-payers of Electoral Divisions have acted on the provisions 
of the 51st section of the original Act ; but the more usual 
course has been to proceed under the 18th section of 6 & 7 Vic 
c. 92, as amended by the 13th, 14th, and 15th sections of the 
1 oor Law Extension Act. The entire amount expended in 
emigration during the year ended 29th September, 1848, was 
£2,429 ; a sum less important its direct effects, which are

inconsiderable as yet, than as showing a decided growth of 
opinion in favour of this method of relief. 

17. We have to report with satisfaction the steady progress 
of the emigration of Orphan Girls from the Irish Workhouses 
to the Australian Colonies, which we undertook in pursuance of 
your Excellency’s command, and which we first commenced in the 
Spring of 1848. Since that time, the number of those emigrants 
shipped from Plymouth for Sydney and Adelaide has been 2,2 1 9 ; 
at a cost to the Unions of about £5 per head, for outfit and 
conveyance to Plymouth, the remaining cost being defrayed 
from the Colonial funds. We cannot speak too highly of the 
exertions of the Agent of the Emigration Commissioners, Lieu- 
tenant Henry, B.W., by whom the selection of the emigrants, as 
w ell as the arrangements for their deportation from Ireland to 
Plymouth, have been conducted. The Unions which have as yet 
partaken of the benefits of this system, are the following : —

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IS. There are many Unions the Guardians of which have 
earnestly sought to participate in the benefit of this emigration 
of orphan girls from the Workhouses, but with whose wishes 
we could not comply on account of the limited number first 
pointed out to us by the Emigration Commissioners, viz. : 
2,500. We trust, however, that the means will be found of 
continuing to remove from this country a class of emigrants so 
eligible in every respect, and so much required in the colony ; 
and we earnestly recommend this matter to the favourable con- 
sideration of your Excellency. 

19. In tbe latter paragraphs of our Report, dated 1st May, 
1848, we adverted to the prospect then presented of a successful 
and abundant harvest. At the close of July, and at the begin- 
ning of August, the usual appearance of blight in the potato 
crop was reported from many parts of the country ; and 
although the blight was by no means so general as in 1846, it 
proved far worse than that of 1847, and there is no doubt that 
a large proportion of the crop relied on for food in this country 
was again destroyed. The price of sound potatoes had risen to 
8 d. per stone of 14 lbs. so early as October ; at which price 
the ordinary wages of unskilled labour, where any wages for 
it can be obtained, would not enable an average family to live 
on this description of food. It was very soon apparent, there- 
fore,' that another and severer season of distress must bo 
expected. • ... 

20'. About tbe end of October, the out-relief lists, which had 
been reduced from more than 830,000 in July, to less than 
200,000 Ion the 1st of October, again began to increase ; and 
early in November the Workhouses showed a very- large acces- 
sion of inmates, with an increased rate of mortality. By the 
30th- December, the number on out-relief was nearly 400,000 ; 
and at tbe same date, tbe number in the Workhouses was 
nearly 200,000, with a rate of mortality of nearly 6i per 1,000 
weekly. ’ 

21. The earlier months of the year 1849 were marked by a 
greater degree of suffering on the part of the population of 
the western and south-western districts, than any period since 
the fatal season of 1846-7. Exhaustion of resources, by the 
long continuance of adverse circumstances, caused a large ac- 
cession to the ranks of the destitute. Clothing had been worn 
out or parted with to provide food, or seed in seed time ; and 
the loss of cabins and small holdings of land, either by eviction 
or voluntary abandonment, rendered many thousands of families 
shelterless, and destitute of fuel as well as food. These circum- 
stances, combined with the inclement weather which prevailed 
in the beginning of the spring, were not so effectually met by 
the system of out-door relief to the able-bodied as we earnestly

desired tliey should be. In Unions where the Workhouses 
were full, houseless persons receiving out-relief were compelled 
to part with a portion of their food for lodging. The cabins of 
the country became crowded with ill-fed, ill-clothed, sickly 
people ; and epidemic disease, whether originally induced by 
these or other causes, found large numbers predisposed to re- 
ceive it, and to sink under its attacks. Thus, a great propor- 
tion of those who died in the Workhouses at this period, were 
found to have suffered from fever and dysentery. — the victims 
consisting chiefly of inmates recently admitted, and who had 
entered the Workhouse after suffering extreme privations, or 
in an advanced stage of disease. 

22. It was in the month of March that Cholera first made its 
appearance in the western and south-western Unions of Ire- 
land. It has since visited nearly all those Unions ; and in some 
of them the effects have been extensively fatal to the inmates 
of tho Workhouses, as well as to the population outside. Great 
exertions have been made by the Union authorities, under the 
directions of the Board of I-lcalth, to check the ravages of this 
painful and fatal disease ; but we regret to say that a want of 
means has, in some instances, crippled these exertions ; and in 
some urgent cases, wo have been obliged to apply for permis- 
sion to appropriate a limited portion of tho funds placed at our 
disposal by Her Majesty’s Treasury, to provide the means of 
treatment for cholera patients, at a time when we were anxious 
to apply every sum remitted to us to the purchase of food for 
the in-door and out-door poor in the distressed Unions. We 
are happy to report that tho cholera has now disappeared 
from most of the Unions above referred to ; hut in other parts 
of Ireland the disease is still prevailing with much virulence. 

23. The fatal effects of the distress of this season, as com- 
pared with those presented last year, may be judged by a com- 
parison of the rate of Workhouse mortality, and the number of 
rcjjorted inquests in the two seasons. 

24. The average weekly rate of mortality in the Workhouses 
throughout Ireland, from the 29th September, 1848, to the 30th 
June, 1849, is shown in the subjoined columns, in comparison 
with that of the corresponding period in 1847-8 : —

25. In 1847-8, the number of reported inquests from 29th 
September to 23rd April, was 176. In the present season, the 
number from 29th September to 31st December, was 49 ; 
during January, 49 ; during February, 71 ; during March, 91 ; 
during April, 146 ; during May, 74. Since May, there has been 
a decrease m the number of inquests, more remarkable than 
the decline in the rate of Workhouse mortality, the number 
m the month of June having been 33 ; and in the first fortnight 
of July, only 4 cases having been reported. Without con- 
cluding that the verdicts given on these inquests were, in all 
cases, the result of a full and sufficient inquiry, the variation of 
the number actually held at different seasons may properly be 
looked to as one of the indications of the increase or of the 
abatement of distress, 
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26. A very important feature in the administration of relief 
during the present season, is the large extent of additional 
Workhouse accommodation provided by the Boards of Guardians 
throughout the country. This has taken place under the influ- 
ence of a strong and growing comiction, that the abuses inci- 
dental to out-door relief, are not to he contended with by any 
administrative agency, when such relief is conducted on a large 
scale ; and that a system of Workhouse relief is preferable, not 
alone in ordinary times, but in seasons of the severest distress. 
Thus, building after building has been hired, in aid of the Work- 
houses originally built ; and the entire accommodation, which 
was originally calculated at 100,000, and which, during the year 
1847-8, was increased to 180,000, has, during the present season, 
been extended, so as to contain more than 250,000 inmates. 

27. In paragraph 33 of our last Report, we mentioned that 
25 Unions at that time gave relief only in the Workhouse. 
Since that date several Unions which were then affording out- 
door relief have ceased to do so, and the wdiole number of those 
in which relief is now given only in the Workhouse is 35. The 
25 Unions first mentioned were those of Antrim, Ballycastle, 
Bandon, Belfast, Castlederg, Celbridge, Coleraine, Cork, Down- 
patrick, Dunfanaghy, Gortin, Kinsale, Larne, Letterkenny, Lis- 
burn, Lisnaskea, Lurgan, Mallow, Midleton, Monaghan, New- 
townards, Newtownlimavady, Parsonstown, Stranorlar, and 
Wexford ; and those which have since been added to this class 
are the Unions of Ballymena, Cookstown, Dungannon, Dun- 
manway, Lowtherstown, Macroom, Magherafelt, Milford, Mul- 
lingar, and Rathdowu. 

28. In a majority of the Unions above named, the result 
of the adherence to an exclusive system of Workhouse relief 
has been in all points satisfactory. Applications for relief from 
deserving objects have not been rejected, and yet the accom- 
modation provided has been sufficient to relieve all who were 
really destitute without crowding the Workhouse. . Tim appli- 
cants have not been so numerous as to render discrimination 
difficult on the part of the Guardians and Relieving Officers. 
The Workhouses, except when visited by epidemic disease pre- 
vailing in the neighbourhood, have been healthy ; and finally 
there have been few, if any, reports of death through want, 
transmitted by the Constabulary from such Unions. This de- 
scription applies chiefly to those Unions of this class, which arc 
situate in the north of Ireland. 

29. On the other hand, we regret to say that there are 
instances in which the maintenance of an exclusive system of 
W orkhouse relief, has not been so satisfactory in its. results. 
This has been the case in some parts of the country in which 
destitution has been severe and widely spread, and in which, 
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nevertheless, the Guardians have provided auxiliary Workhouses, 
and adhered exclusively to in-door relief. These auxiliary 
Workhouses have often keen of such construction, and so 
situated, as to be incapable of good management, while at the 
same time they have been the source of a large increase of 
expenditure. Such evils, however, are not so great as the 
evils and abuses incidental to out-door relief on a large scale ; 
and so long as the Workhouses in such Unions have remained 
healthy, and have sufficed to meet the local destitution without 
being improperly crowded, we have concurred in the expedi- 
ency of not affording relief otherwise than in the W orkhouse. 
But the cases to which we allude as unsatisfactory, are those of 
Unions affording' no out-relief, in which the mortality in the 
Workhouse lias been excessive, arising, mainly, as we are in- 
formed by the Medical Officers, from the exhausted state of 
the applicants on admission, and in which the over-crowding 
of the Workhouses has been accompanied by the prevalence of 
fatal epidemic disease. We have in such cases thought it our 
duty to point out to the Guardians, that it is not in accordance 
with the spirit of the Poor Law that destitute applicants for 
relief should receive an offer of admission to an asylum, which 
they cannot enter without danger to their lives ; and that it is 
the duty of the Guardians under such circumstances to resort 
to those provisions of the law which empower them to afford 
out-door relief. The correspondence with the few Unions to 
which we have so addressed ourselves, has been returned to 
Parliament, in pursuance of an order of the House of Lords. 

30. We have to report to your Excellency, with deep regret, 
that since the date of our last Report, several officers serving- 
under the Commission have lost their lives, through fevertaken in 
the discharge of their duties. In Mr. Hancock, late Permanent 
Inspector, we lost a most experienced, zealous, and valuable 
officer. The vacancy caused by Mr, Hancock’s death was 
filled, by the appointment of Mr. Lynch, the Temporary Inspector 
of Westport Union. Among the Temporary Inspectors, we have 
to report the loss of Captain Hill, at Clonmel ; Mr. C'ronyn and 
Colonel Vaughan Jackson, both at Ennis; Captain Mouth, at 
Newcastle ; Mr. Marshall, at Skibbercen ; Mr. D’Arcy, at 
Nenagh ; Captain Lang, at Bantry ; and Major M‘Kie, at Galway. 
Mi - . J. Power died in the discharge of the duties of a Vice- 
Guardian, at Grauard ; Mr. Borke and Mr. Barry, successively, 
at Lough rea, also in the discharge of Vice-Guardians’ duties ■ 
Captain Mossc and Mr. White, successively, while Vice-Guar- 
dians at Thurles ; Mr. Adams, Vice-Guardian at Kenmare; 
and Mr. Fishbourne, while performing the same duties at Ballin- 
rotm Iu the Appendix will be found a statement of the number 
of Workhouse officers who have died since 1st May, 1848, from 

feyer and cholera, amounting altogether to 70,-16 of whom died 
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of cholera, and 54 of fever ; in which number we lament to say 
there are 9 Chaplains of Workhouses, 8 Medical Officers, 5 Mas- 
ters, 9 Matrons, 4 Assistant Masters, and 8 Assistant Matrons. 

31. On the 1st May, 1848, we reported 33 Boards of Guar- 
dians, as having been, up to that date, dissolved under the pro- 
visions of the Extension Act. To that number, the Unions of 
Mullingar, Boyle, Cashel, Thurles, Listowel, and Tipperary, 
were afterwards added. In March, 1849, the Boards of Guar- 
dians of Cavan and Trim Unions were revived, under the pro- 
visions of the Act 1 & 2 Vic. c. 5G ; and in April last, a Board 
of Guardians was restored in the Mullingar Union, under 12 
Vic. c. " 4. By the operation of the latter statute, the Boards 
of Guardians will, on the 1st November next, be reinstated in 
all the Unions now under the management of Paid Officers, 
except those of Boyle, Cashel, Thurles, Listowel, and Tippe- 
rary, which, having been dissolved since 25th March, 1848, will 
continue under Paid Officers until the 25th March, 1850, unless 
we shall sooner re-establish the Boards, in exercise of the 
power given to us by the Act above referred to. 

32. We include in the Appendix to this Report, a statement 
of all orders issued by us, authorizing Guardians to give relief 
out of the Workhouse, under the 2nd section of the Extension 
Act, in continuance of a similar statement contained in the 
Appendix to our last Report. The orders of this class which 
authorized out-door relief to the able-bodied, have, we regret 
to say, been more numerous during the present year, than it 
was our wish at the commencement of the year to permit them 
to be ; but the rapid filling of the Workhouses in certain Unions, 
and the pressure of the representations of distress from our 
Inspectors, left us no practicable alternative but to intrust once 
more this extraordinary and exceptional power of affording relief 
to the able-bodied out of the Workhouse, to those charged with 
the administration of relief in the western and south-western 
Unions. We earnestly trust that the arrival of harvest will very 
shortly enable us to withdraw these orders. Already we are 
enabled to report that a sensible diminution of the numbers in 
the Workhouses has taken place; and we have no doubt that 
this will be followed, as at the close of the season 1847-8, by a 
rapid reduction of the numbers on the out-relief lists. 

33. The financial condition of several of the Unions has been 
a source of much anxiety to us during-the progress of the present 
year. The Unions which Received assistance in aid of the Poor 
Rates during the last year from the funds of the British Associa- 
tion, andfromgrants made by Government, were those of Glenties, 
in Ulster, — Bantry, Caheroiveen-, Dingle, Ennistymon, Kenmare, 
Kilrush, and Scaxiff, in Munster,— and.Ballina, Ballinrobe, Boyle, 
Carrick-on-Shannon, Castlebar, Castlerea, Clifdeii, Galway, Gort, 
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Mohill, Roscommon, Sligo, Swineford, Tuam, and Westport, in 
Connaught ; — in all, 23. The same Unions, with the exception of 
Sligo and Boyle, have been assisted during the present year by 
advances from the Imperial Treasury, and the Unions of Ennis, 
Skibbereen, Listowel, and Thurles, have likewise been assisted, 
the two latter only to a small extent by way of loan. There is 
a further class of Unions, the financial affairs of which are in a 
state of much embarrassment, but which have not as yet received 
assistance. 

34. The expenditure on the relief of the poor throughout 
Ireland, in the year 1848-9, which will end oil the 29th Sept, 
next, will be considerably greater in amount than that of the year 
1847-8. The amount expended during the nine months ended 
30th June, 1848, was £1,325,323, while the amount expended 
during the corresponding nine months of the present year, 
according to the Monthly Financial Statements from the Clerks 
of Unions, is £1,572,810. This difference has not arisen from 
any excess in expenditure on out-door relief, as will be scon 
from a comparison of corresponding weeks of the two years in 
the senes of Weekly Returns in paragraph 2, but rather from 
the expenses incidental to the provision of auxiliary buildings 
and the increased number of inmates which have been received 
into the Workhouses as well as into the Hospitals supported 
at the charge of the poor rates. In the Appendix will bo found 
a summary of the financial statements for the nine months 
ended 30th June, 1S49, arranged in provinces ; and we request 
particular attention to the table, which shows for each province 
the proportions of the entire amount, which are referable to 
particular items of expenditure. These proportions, as well as 
year endod 29tl1 September, 1848, in the 
ofMarchTs 4 q 0f uf PerS 1 f esented to .

38. The assistance which we have received during the present 
year from other sources than from poor rates levied in Ireland, 
has not been such as to enable us to sustain satisfactorily, in all 
cases, this combined weight of distress and embarrassment; and 
the sums remitted to us from time to time by Her Majesty’s 
Treasury have been guarded by tbe condition, that they 
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should not he used for the liquidation of debts already- 
incurred, but bo applied to the purchase of means to preserve 
the lives of the people, when iu imminent danger of perishing- 
through extreme privation. 

39. The resources placed at our disposal by the Rate-in- Aid 
Act, and more especially the power given to the Lords of the 
Treasury to make advances on the security of the produce of 
that rate, have been most seasonable, and have enabled the 
Guardians of the Unions assisted, to provide the necessaries of 
life during the last two months, for a large mass of recipients 
of in-door and out-door relief, who must otherwise have been 
without food, the money and credit of the Unions having been 
previously quite exhausted. The continuance of such assistance 
until the harvest is matured, will satisfy the primary and pressing- 
object of relieving the destitute; but it is manifest that there 
is no other resource for the payment of the debts in these 
over-burthened districts, than the making and levying of further 
and sufficient rates. AVe cannot, therefore, anticipate an im- 
mediate diminution of the pressure of poor rates on the pro- 
perty in those districts, but there are prospects of change for 
the better, partly arising from the natural tendency of events, 
and partly connected with the future administration of the 
poor laws, to which we invite your Excellency’s attention as 
affording materials for hope for the future. 



40. The circumstances on wliicli we mainly rest our hope of 
contending successfully with the difficulties before us, and of 
promoting an effective and economical administration of the 
present Poor Laws in Ireland, are, in the first place, the large ex- 
tent ot VV orkhouse accommodation now available throughout the 
country, as mentioned in paragraph 26 ; and, secondly, the force 
ot opinion almost universally prevalent in favour of administering 
relief to the poor, as tar as practicable, in the AYorkhouse. It 
wiU be our duty to give a right direction to these views bv 
endeavouring to make the auxiliary establishments effective in 
point ot classification and discipline, and to reduce, where prac- 
ticable, the expenses of management; and if, in making these 
exertions, we should be assisted by the gradual return of

part of the task before us; and we shall proceed therein so 
soon as we receive the final recommendations of the Boundary 
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Commissioners, as to tlie boundaries of any of the new Unions 
or Electoral Divisions which they may determine on proposing 
for adoption. In connexion with these arrangements, we shall 
endeavour to apply the sums which may be placed at our dis- 
posal for the erection of new Workhouses, to the best advan- 
tage ; and while providing buildings of a immanent character, 
adapted to the maintenance of that discipline which is essential 
to the successful management of a Workhouse, wo shall study, 
as a matter of equal importance, the economical application of 
the funds appropriated to this object, and secured upon the 
poor-rates of the respective Unions. 

42. We cannot conclude this Report, without expressing to 
your Excellency our deep sense of the loss which the Commis- 
sion has sustained in the retirement of the late Chief Commis- 
sioner, Mr. Twisleton, whose high talents and entire devotion 
to the duties of his office, could not be so truly estimated by 
any parties as by those who acted with him during the difficult 
and trying period of his service as Chief Commissioner. The 
office vacated by Mr. Twisleton was conferred on Mr. Power, 
late Assistant Commissioner, on the 8th May last ; and on the 
8th June following, Mr. Ball received the appointment of 
Assistant Commissioner.

Whereas it has been shown to our satisfaction, that, by reason of the 
want of room in the workhouse of the said Union, adequate relief can- 
not he afforded therein to destitute poor persons not being persons per- 
manently disabled, or destitute poor persons disabled by sickness or 
accident, or destitute poor widows having two or more legitimate chil- 
dren dependent on them, and it is expedient to authorize and empower 
the [Guardians or Paid Officers acting in execution of the duties of the 
Board of Guardians] of the said Union, to administer relief out of the 
workhouse to such destitute poor persons for a limited time, as herein- 
after mentioned : 

Now therefore we, the Commissioners for administering the Laws 
for Relief of the Poor in Ireland, do hereby authorize and empower the 
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said [Guardians or Paid Officers] to administer relief out of tlic work- 
house, in food, to destitute poor persons not being persons permanently 
disabled from labour by reason of old age, infirmity, or bodily or mental 
defect, and not being persons disabled from labour by reason of severe 
sickness or serious accident, and thereby deprived of the means of earn- 
ing a subsistence for themselves and their families, rvbom they are liable 
by law to maintain, and not being poor widows having two or more 
legitimate children dependent on them, for the period from the date of 
this Order to the day of inclusive. 

And we do hereby make the following Rules and Regulations as to 
the granting, ordering, and giving of relief to all persons who shall bo 
relieved by the said [Guardians or Paid Officers] under the authority of 
this Order, that is to say : — 

1. Every person relieved under the authority of this Order shall be 
relieved in food only, and such food shall, as far as is practicable, bo 
cooked food. 

2. Every able-bodied male person, relieved under the authority of this 
Order shall, so far as is practicable, be set to perform a task of work 
during eight hours at least of every day for which he receives sucli 
relief. 

3. Ho able-bodied person who shall be in employment, nor any part 
of his or her family, shall receive relief as a destitute person under the 
authority of this Order. 

And for the more effectual administration of relief under this Order, 
we do hereby authorize and direct the said [Guardians or Paid Officers] 
to appoint so many Relieving Olficers as shall he found sufficient from 
time to time to superintend the labour of such persons as shall ho set to 
work, in pursuance of the regulations in this Order contained, and other- 
wise to assist in the administration of relief under this Order, as the said 
[Guardians or Paid Officers], subject to our approval, shall direct.

dren dependent on them, and it is expedient to authorize and empower

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No. III. — General Order of 5 F ebruary, 1849, for Regulating 
the Management of Workhouses, and the Duties of Work- 
house Oeeicers. 



To the Guardians of the Poor of the several Unions named in the 
Schedule hereunto annexed, and the Officers of the Workhouses of 
such Unions; to the Clerk or Clerks to the Justices of the Petty 
Sessions held for the Division or Divisions in which the Tomilands 
and Places comprised within the said Unions are situate; and to 
all others whom it may concern : 

We, the Commissioners for administering the Laws for Kelief of the 
Poor in Ireland, in pursuance of the authorities vested in Us by au 
Act passed in the Second Year of the Beign of Her present Majesty 
Queen Victoria, intituled, “ An Act for the more effectual Belief of the 
Destitute Poor in Ireland,” and by the other Acts in force for the 
Belief of the Destitute Poor in Ireland, do hereby rescind any Order 
or Orders heretofore issued by the Poor Law Commissioners*, and now- 
in force in the several Unions named in the Schedule hereunto an- 
nexed, containing any Rules and Begulations applicable to the Govern- 
ment of the workhouse in each of the said Unions, and to the paupers 
therein, and to the Officers thereof, except so far as the same may have 
authorized the making of any Contract not yet executed, or the ap- 
pointment of the existing Officers, or the giving and receiving of 
securities for the performance of their duties ; and we do hereby Order, 
Direct, and Declare, with respect to each aud every of the Unions 
named in the said Schedule hereunto annexed, and with respect to the 
government of the workhouse in the said Unions, as follows : — 

Admission of Paupers. 

Article 1.— Every pauper who shall he admitted, into the work- 
house, either upon his first or any subsequent admission, shall be ad- 
mitted in one of the follotviug inodes only, that is to say: 

1. By a written or printed Order of the Board of Guardians, signed by 
their Clerk or presiding Chairman. 

2. Jdy a written or printed Order signed by a Believing OJJicer of the Lnion. 

3. By the Master of the workhouse (or during his absence or inability 
to .act, by the Matron), without any such Order, in ease of any sudden 
and urgent necessity, or in case of his receiving a written recommendation 
from a Warden to admit, provisionally, any person or persons mentioned 
by name therein, whom the Master shall, on due examination ot the cir- 
cumstances of the case, believe to be destitute, and deem to be a proper 
object for admission to the workhouse. 

Article 2. — No pauper shall he admitted under any written or 
printed Order as mentioned in Article 1, if the same bear date more 
than three days before the pauper duly presents it at the workhouse. 

Article 3.— If a pauper he admitted in any other than the first of 
the three modes mentioned in Article 1, the admission of such pauper 
shall he brought before the Board of Guardians at their next Meeting, 

* The Articles, and portions of Articles, printed in Italics, were not in the 
previous Orders. 
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who shall decide on the propriety of the pauper’s continuing in tlio 
workhouse or otherwise, and make an order accordingly. 

Article 4, — As soon as a pauper is admitted, his namo and religious 
persuasion shall be duly entered in the register, and lie shall he placed 
in the probationary ward, and shall there remain until examined by 
the Medical Officer of the workhouse. 

. Article 5. — If the Medical Officer, upon such examination, pro- 
nounce the pauper to be labouring under any disease of body or mind, 
the pauper shall be placed either in the sick ward, or in such other 
ward appropriated to the reception of such cases, as the Medical Officer 
shall direct. 

Article 6. — If the Medical Officer pronounce the pauper to bo free 
from any such disease, the pauper shall be placed in the part of the 
workhouse assigned to the class to which be may belong. 

Article 7.— Before being removed from the probationary ward, the 
pauper shall he thoroughly cleansed, and shall be clothed in a work- 
house dress, and the clothes which he wore at the time of his admission 
shall be purified, and deposited in a place appropriated for that pur- 
pose, with the pauper’s name, and a list of the several articles, signed by 
the Porter , affixed thereto. Such clothes shall be restored to the pauper 
when he leaves the workhouse. 

Article 8. — Every pauper shall, upon his admission into tlio work- 
house, or on his return after a temporary leave of absence in pursuance 
of Article 2fi, be searched by or under the inspection of tlio proper 
officer, and all articles prohibited by any Act of Parliament, or by this 
Order, which may he found upon his person, shall be taken from him, 
and, if possible, restored to him at his departure from the workhouse. 



Classification of the Paupers. 

Article 0. — The paupers, so far as the workhouse admits thereof 
shall be classed as follows : — 

1. Males above the age of 15 years. 

2. Boys above the age of 2 years, anil under that of IS years. 

3. Females above the age of 15 years. 

4. Girls above the age of 2 years, and under that of 15 years. 

5. Children under 2 years of age. 



Article 10. — To each of the classes specified in Article 0 shall he 
assigned, by the Board of Guardians, the apartments and yard best 
fitted for the reception of such class; and where the number of inmates 
and the accommodation of the workhouse or additional workhouses 
admit thereof, the said classes may be further subdivided with the 
approval of the Commissioners. 

Article 11. — Each class, or subdivision of a class, shall respectively, 
remain in the apartment assigned to them, without communication 
with any other class or subdivision, of a class; subject, nevertheless, to 
such arrangements as exist with reference to the probationary wards 
and infirmary, and also to the following five exceptions : — 



Exception 1 .— Any paupers of tlie third class, and any paupers of a" 
proper age m the fourth class, may be employed, constantly or occasionally 
as assistants to the nurses in any of the sick wards, or in the care of infants ■' 
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or as assistants in the household work ; provided that the said paupers, 
when employed in the household work, he so employed without communi- 
cation with the paupers of the first and second classes. 

Exception 2 Any aged pauper of the third class, whom the Master 

may deem fit to perform any of the duties of a nurse or assistant to the 
Matron, may lie so employed in the sick wards, or those of the second, 
third, fourth, or fifth classes ; aud any pauper of the first class, who may by 
the Master he deemed fit, may he placed in the ward of the second class, 
to aid in the management, and superintend the behaviour, of the paupers 
of such class. 

Exception 3 The hoys aud girls under 15 years of age may he per- 

mitted to meet in the same school, for the purposes of instruction, subject 
to the consent and approval of the Commissioners, first had and obtained. 

Exception 4— -All paupers of class five, whose mothers are inmates of the 
workhouse, shall be allowed to remain with their mothers, if the mothers 
so desire ; and all paupers of classes two and four, who are between the ages 
of 2 and 7 years, shall, when not attending school he placed in some apart- 
ment specially provided for them; and the mothers of such last-named 
children shall be permitted to have access to them at all reasonable times. 

Exception 5 The Master of the workhouse (subject to any regula- 

tions, to he made by the Board of Guardians and approved of by the Com- 
missioners) shall allow the father or mother of any child in the workhouse, 

' who may he desirous of seeing such child, to have an interview with such 
child at some time in each day, in some room in the workhouse to he 
appointed for that purpose. 

Article 12. — Provided that if it shall be made to appear to the 
Commissioners, that it is expedient to deviate from the classification 
hereinbefore prescribed, and the Commissioners shall signify their 
consent to such deviation, it shall be lawful for the Board of Guardians 
to depart from tlio classification so far, and subject to such conditions 
as the Commissioners may prescribe. 



Exiles for Beaming Dietaries. 

Article 13. — The Dietary of the Workhouse shall he framed in ac- 
cordance with the following llules : — 

No. 1. The healthy inmates shall be divided, l'or the purposes of diet, into 
seven classes. 

■ I. Able-bodied working males. 

II. Able-bodied working females. 

III. Aged- aud infirm persons, of either sex, and adult persons, of cither 

sex, above 15 years of age, but not working. 

IV. Boys and girls above 9 and under 1 5 years of age. 

V. Children above a aud under !) years of age. 

VI. Children above 2 and under 3 years of uge. 

VII. Infants under 2 years of age. 

No. 2. To classes I., II., and III., not less than two meals a day shall be 
allowed; and to classes IV., V., and VI., not less than three meals a day. 

No. 3. Where two meals only are allowed to classes 1., II., and III.,' one 
meal shall consist of not less than — 

• p 01 . 0 i ass I. — Eight ounces of Indian meal and half-pint of new milk. 

For class II. —Seven ounces of Indian meal and half-pint of now niillc. 

For class III.— Six ounces of Indian meal and lialf-piut of new milk. 

The other meal shall consist of not less than — 

For class I.— Fourteen ounces of brown bread and two pints of soup. 

For class II.— Twelve ounces.ol brown bread and one pint and a-half of 

For class III'-— Ten ounces of brown bread and one pin fc and a-half of soup. 
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Aud where three meals are allowed to classes I., II., and III., the amount of 
nutriment shall lie at least equal to that contained in the two meals as above 
set forth. 

No. 4 . Of the three meals allowed to classes IV., V., and VI., one meal shall 
consist of not less than — 

For class IV — Five ounces of Indian meal and half-pint of new milk. 

For class V Four ounces of Indian meal and half-pint of new milk. 

For class VI Three ounces of Indian meal and half-pint of new milk j 

Another meal shall consist of not less than— 

For class IV Eight ounces of brown bread and a pint of soup. 

For class V. — Six ounces of brown bread and a pint of soup. 

Fur class VI Five ounces of brown bread and three-fourths of a pint of 

sonp j 

And the third meal shall consist of not less than, for each of the classes IV., 
V., and VI.,— 

Four ounces of brown bread. 

No. 5. Class VII., consisting of infants under 2 years of age, shall be allowed 
not less than eight ounces of white bread and a pint of new milk, daily. 

No. fi. The soup shall be made of peas-tnenl or oatmeal, or of both, in tlm 
proportion of eight ounces of meal to one gallon of water, well seasoned with 
onions, pepper, and salt ; and thickened at all convenient seasons with turnips, 
parsnips, and carrots, or such other vegetables as the Medical Officer shall 
approve. 

Instead of the articles above named, tlie following articles may be substituted 
in framing tlie dietary : — 

No. 7. Instead of Indian meal, oatmeal, rye meal, and rice may be used, 
provided that rice be not used except in conjunction with meal, and then only 
in the proportion of two ounces of rice to six ounces of meal. 

No. 8. Instead of new milk, buttermilk may be used if the Medical Officer 
shall approve of it, and the equivalents shall be, for half-pint of new millc one 
pint of buttermilk, provided that buttermilk shall not be substituted for new 
milk for either of the classes VI. and VII. 

No. 9. Instead of brown bread, that is to say, bread made of the whole-meal 
of wheat, rye bread may be used, or rye and barley bread, or potatoes j aud tile 
equivalents shall be, for fourteen ounces of brown bread sixteen ounces of rye 
bread, or rye and barley bread, or three aud a-half pounds of potatoes weighed 
raw; and in like proportion, as nearly as may be, for other quantities. 

No. in. The Board of Guardians may, under the advice of the. Medical 
Officer, use other articles instead of any of the above, and the same or other 
articles, in other proportions than the above, whenever the scarcity of any 
article, the season of the year, or any circumstance affecting the sanitary con- 
dition of tlie inmates shall be deemed to justify such changes or departures 
from the authorized articles and quantities; such changes and departures being 
subject at all times, both as to their adoption and continuance, to the apnroval 
of the Commissioners. 

No. 11 . The sick inmates shall, for the purpose of diet, be divided into five 
classes as follows ; — 



I. Adult persons of either sex above 15 years of age. 

II. Boys and girls above 9 and under 15 years of age. 

III. Children above 5 and under 9 vears of ago. ° 

IV. Children above 2 and under 5 years of age. 

V. Infants under 2 years of age.

No. 13. The following shall be deemed to be tlie authorized or standard 
dietaries tor patients m the infirmary and fever hospital, any deportureCiu 
which by the Board of Guardians in framing the sick dietaries shall be notified 
to the Commissioners for their approval. 

For each of the patients in Class I. the dietary shall be such one of the fol- 
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lowing dietaries as the Medical Officer shall select, or some approved equi. 
valent. 

Low Diets. 

No. 1 , or Fever admission diet. 

Dour ounces of bread and three pints of whey daily. 

No. 2, or Infirmary admission diet. 

Breakfast- Dinnor. Supper. 

4 ounces bread, 4 oz. bread, 2 oz. 4 ounces bread, 

1 pint milk. rice, 1 pint milk. ] pint milk. 

Middle Diets. 

No. 3, or Meal diet. 

Breakfast. Dinner. Supper. 

6 ounces meal, 6 ounces bread, 4 ounces, bread, 

J pint milk. 1 pint soup. J pint milk. 

No. 4, or Tea diet. 

Breakfast. Dinner. Supper. 

4 ounces bread, 8 ounces bread, 4 ounces bread, 

1 pint tea. 1 pint soup. l pint milk. 

Full Diets. 

No. 5, or Meat diet. 

Breakfast. Dinner. Supper. 

6 ounces bread, 8 oz. bread, 4 oz. 4 ounces bread, 

1 pint tea. meat, 1 pint soup. X pint milk. 

No. 6 , or extra Meat diet. 

Breakfast. Dinner. Supper. 

6 ounces bread, 6 oz. bread, 6 oz. 4 ounces bread, 

1 pint tea. meat, 1 pint soup. X pint milk. 

No. 14. The soup is to be made as described in No. 6 of this Article; and 
the tea is to be made with half a pound of tea and two pounds of sugar to eight 
gallons of water, and two quarts of new milk. 

No. 15. For tlie patients in Class II. the allowance shall be three-fourths of 
the allowance to those in Class I. 

No. 18. For the patients in Class III. the allowance Bhall be two-thirds of 
the allowance to those in Class I. 

No. 17. For patients in Class IV. the allowance shall be half the allowance 
to those in Class I. 

No. 18. For the patients in Class V. the dietary shall he such as the Medical 
Officer shall specially prescribe in each case. 

Discipline op the Paupers. 

Article 14 All the paupers in the workhouse, except those dis- 

abled by sickness or infirmity, persons of unsound mind, and children, 
shall rise, he set to work, leave off work, and go to bed, at snek times, 
and shall be allowed such intervals for their meals as the Board of 
Guardians shall, by any regulation approved by the Commissioners, 
direct; and these several times shall be notified by the ringing of a bell. 

Article 15 Half an hour after the bell shall have been rung for 

rising, the names of the paupers shall he called over by the Master, 
Schoolmaster, Matron, Schoolmistress, or other Officer duly authorized 
respectively, in the several wards, when every pauper belonging to 
each ward must be present, to answer to his name, and to be inspected, 
and a list of the persons in each ward, arranged in classes as provided 
in Article 13 for the purpose of dietary, shall he mack out for the 
Master's information. 

Artiole 16— The meals shall be taken by all the paupers (except 
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those disabled by sickness or infirmity, persons of unsound mind, and 
children,) in the dining hall, and iu no other place whatever; and 
during the time of meals, order and decorum shall be maintained ; and 
no pauper (except those disabled by sickness or infirmity, persons of 
unsound mind, and children,) shall go to or remain in his sleeping 
room, either in the time appointed for work, or in the intervals allowed 
for meals, except hy permission of the Master or Matron. 

Article 17. — The Master and Matron of the workhouse shall 
(subject to the directions of the Board of Guardians) fix the hours of 
rising and going to bed for tho sick, the infirm, and the young children, 
and determine the occupation and employment of which such inmates 
may be capable; and the meals for such inmates shall he provided at 
such times and in such manner as the Board of Guardians may direct. 

Article 18. — The paupers of the respective sexes shall he dieted as 
set forth in the Dietary Table which, may lie prescribed for the. use of 
the workhouse, and in no other manner. 

Article 19. — Provided — 

lstly. — That the Medical Officer may direct in writing such diet 
for any individual pauper in the sick or lunatic wards, as ho 
shall deem necessary. 

2ndly — That if the Medical Officer shall at any time certify that 
he deems a temporary change in the diet essential to tho health 
of the paupers in the workhouse, or of any class or classes 
thereof, the Guardians shall cause a copy of such certificate to 
he entered on the minutes of their proceedings, and shall ho 
empowered forthwith to order, by a resolution, the said diet to 
be temporarily changed according to the recommendation of the 
Medical Officer, and shall forthwith transmit a copy of such 
certificate and- resolution to the Commissioners. 

3rdly. That the Medical Officer shall be specially consulted hy 
the Matron as to the nature of the food of tho infants, and the 
time at which such infants should he weaned. 



Article 20. — Ao pauper shall have or consume any tobacco, or any 
spirituous or fermented liquor, or food or provision other than is allowed 
m the saM Dietary Table, unless by the direction in writing of tho 
Medical Officer; as provided for in Article 19. 

Article 21, The clothing to he worn by the paupers in the work- 
house shall be made of such materials as the Board of Guardians mav 
determine. J 

Article 22.— The paupers of the several classes shall he kept em- 
ployed according to their capacity and ability; hut no pauper slm.11 
work on his own account, or on account of any party other than the- 
hoard oi Guardians; and no pauper shall receive any compensation for 
ins labour, except such food as the Medical Officer shall recommend to he 
given to any pauper who may he in attendance on the sick

shall, .for three of the working horn’s at least every day, he instructed 
in reading, writing, arithmetic, and the principles of the Christian 
religion, and such other instruction shall be imparted to them as shall 
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fit them for service and train them to habits of usefulness, industry, 
and virtue. 

Article 24. — Any pauper may quit the workhouse upon giving 
the Master three hours’ previous notice of his wish to do so; hut no 
such pauper shall carry with him any clothes or other articles belonging 
to the Board of Guardians, without the express permission of the Master 
or Matron. 

Aetiole 25. — No pauper having a family dependent on him shall so 
quit the workhouse without taking the whole of such family with him; 
nor shall any pauper, after so quitting the workhouse, he again re- 
ceived therein, except in one of the modes prescribed in Article 1 for 
the admission of paupers. 

Article 26. — Provided nevertheless, that in any case urgently re- 
quiring the immediate and temporary presence of any pauper else- 
where, the restrictions upon quitting and returning to the workhouse, 
specified in Articles 1, 24, and 25, may be dispensed with -by the 
Master; hut the Master shall report in writing every such case to the 
Board of Guardians at tlieir next meeting, stating specially the 
grounds of the exception in each particular case ; aud the allowance or 
disapproval of the same by the Guardians shall he recorded in the 
minute hook. 

Article 27.- — The Master of the workhouse may allow the paupers 
of each sex under the age of fifteen, subject to such restrictions as the 
Board of Guardians may impose, to quit the workhouse under the 
care and guidance of himsolf, or the Matron, Schoolmaster, School- 
mistress, Porter, or some other paid officer of the workhouse, for the 
purpose of exercise. 

Article 28. — No person shall visit any pauper in the workhouse, 
except by permission of the Master, or (in his absence) of the Matron, 
and subject to such conditions and restrictions as the Board of Guar- 
dians may prescribe ; such interview shall take place, except where a 
sick pauper is visited, in a room separate from the other inmates of 
the workhouse, in the presence of the Master, Matron, Porter, or other 
officer authorized by the Board of Guardians in that behalf. 

Article 29. — No written or printed paper of an improper tendency 
shall be allowed to circulate, or he read aloud among the inmates of 
the workhouse. 

Article 30.— No pauper shall play at cards, or at any game of 
chance, in the workhouse; and it shall he lawful for the Master to 
take from any pauper, and to keep until his departure from the work- 
house, any cards, dice, or other articles relating to games of chance, 
which may he in his possession. 

Article 31. — No pauper shall smoke within the precincts of the 
workhouse, nor shall have any matches or other articles of a.highly 
combustible nature in his possession. 

Article 32.— Any regular minister of the religious persuasion of 
any inmate of the workhouse who shall, at any time in the day, on 
the request of any inmate, enter the workhouse for the purpose of 
affording religious assistance to him, or for the purpose of instructing 
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liis child or children in the principles of liis religion, shall give such 
assistance or instruction so as not to interfere with the good order and 
discipline of the other inmates of the workhouse; and such religious 
assistance or instruction shall be strictly confined to inmates who are 
of the religious persuasion of such minister, and to the children of such 
inmates. 

Article 33. — If any inmate of the age of fifteen years and upwards, 
being of sound mind, shall desire to he registered as of a different 
religious denomination from that which is entered as his religious 
denomination in the Register; or if the parents or surviving parent of 
any child under the age of fifteen shall desire, in like manner, to have 
tke Register amended in respect of the religious denomination of such 
child; in either of such cases, if the Board of Guardians shall, after duo 
inquiry and personal examination of the party expressing such desire, 
he satisfied that the present religious persuasion of any inmate is 
wrongly described in the Register, they shall cause the same to be 
amended accordingly. 

Article 34. — If any inmate, being of sound mind, shall desire to ho 
visited by a minister of any religious denomination different from that 
which is entered in the Register as the religious denomination of such 
inmate, the request shall be made to the Master of the workhouse, who 
shall report the same to the Board of Guardians at their next meeting; 
and the Guardians shall give such direction thereon as may appear to 
them fitting and expedient; provided that in any case of urgency 
affecting the life of an inmate, the Master, of his own discretion, or the 
Matron in the absence of the Master, shall permit such inmate to be 
visited at once, and communicate such request to such minister 
accordingly. 

Article 35. — No work, except the necessary household work and 
cooking,, shall ho performed by the paupers on Sunday, Good Friday 
and Christmas Day. J ’ 

Article 3 6.— iTo work except the necessary household work and cooking 
shall be required to be performed by any pauper, who shall be entered in 
the Register as professing the Roman Catholic religion, on any of the 
following days observed as holidays in the Roman Catholic Church 
that is to say : — the 1st and 6th days of January, the 17 th. and 25th 
days °f March, the 29th day of June, the 1 5th day of August, the 1st day 
of JSovember, Ascension Day, and Corpus Christi Day, 

Article 37.— Prayers shall he read before breakfast and after suppor 
every day, and divine service shall be performed every Sunday in the 
workhouse (unless the Guardians, with the consent of the Com- 
missioners, shall otherwise direct); at which prayers and service all 
the paupers shall attend, except the sick, persons of unsound mind the 
young children, and such as are too infirm to do so; provided that those 
paupers who may object so to attend on account of their religious 
principles snail also be exempt from such attendance* 

Punishments for Misbehaviour of Paupers. 

Article 38.— Any pauper who shall neglect to observe such of the 
regulations herein contained as are applicable to and binding on him; 
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Or who shall make any noise when silence is ordered to bo kept; 

Or who shall use obscene or profane language; 

Or shall by word or deed insult or revile any person ; 

Or shall threaten to strike or to assault any person ; 

Or shall uot duly cleanse his person; 

Or shall refuse or neglect to work after having been required to 
do so; 

Or shall pretend sickness; 

Or shall play at cards or other game of chance ; 

Or shall enter, or attempt to enter, without permission, the ward 
or yard appropriated to any class of qiaupers, other than that to 
which he belongs ; 

Or shall misbehave at public worship, or at prayers; 

Or shall return after the appointed time of absence when allowed 
to quit the workhouse temporarily ; 

Or shall wilfully disobey any lawful order of any officer of the 
workhouse; 

shall be deemed Disoedeely. 

Aeticle 39. — Any pauper who shall, within seven days, repeat any 
one, or commit more than one of the offences specified in Article 3o, 
or who shall by word or deed insult or revile the Master or Matron, 
or any other officer of the workhouse, or any of the Guardians ; 

Or shall wilfully disobey any lawful order of the Master or Matron 
after such order shall have been repeated ; 

Or shall attempt to introduce any fermented or spirituous liquors 
or tobacco, without lawful authority ; 

Or shall unlawfully strike or otherwise unlawfully assault any 
person ; 

Or shall wilfully or mischievously damage or soil any property 
whatsoever belonging to the Board of Guardians ; 

Or shall wilfully waste, spoil, or attempt to dispose of, any provisions, 
stock, tools, or materials for work, belonging to the Board of 
Guardians ; 

Or shall be drunk; 

Or shall commit any act of indcncy ; 

Or shall wilfully disturb the other inmates during prayers or divine 
worship ; 

Or shall climb over any wall or fence, or attempt to quit the 
workhouse premises in any irregular mode ; 

Or shall attempt to convey out of the workhouse any clothes or 
other articles belonging to the Board of Guardians; 
shall be deemed Heebactoby. 

Aeticle 40. — It shall be lawful for the Master of the workhouse, 
with or without the directions of the Board of Guardians to punish 
any disoedeely pauper, by requiring such pauper, for a time not 
exceeding two days, to perform one or two hours’ extra work in each 
day, aDd by withholding all milk or buttermilk which such pauper 
would otherwise receive with his meals. 

Aeticle 41. — It shall be lawful for the Board of Guardians, by a 
special direction to be entered on their minutes, to order any refeaotoby 
pauper to be punished by confinement in a separate room, with or 
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without an increase in the time of work, and an alteration of diet, 
similar in kind and duration to that prescribed in Article 40 for 
disorderly paupers; hut no pauper shall be so confined for a longer 
period than twenty-four hours; or, if it be deemed right that such 
pauper shall be carried before a Justice of the Peace, and if such period 
of twenty-four hours should be insufficient for that purpose, then for 
such further time as may be necessary for such purpose. 

Article 42. — It shall be lawful for the Board of Guardians, by any 
special or general order, to direct that a dress different from that of the 
other inmates shall be worn by disorderly or refractory paupers, 
during a period of not more than forty-eight hours, jointly with or in 
lieu of the alteration of diet to which any such pauper might be sub- 
jected by the regulations herein contained; but it shall not be lawful 
for the Board of Guardians to cause any penal dreBs, or distinguishing 
mark of disgrace, to be worn by any adult pauper, or class of adult 
paupers, unless such pauper or paupers shall he disorderly or refractory 
within the meaning of Articles Ji8 or 39 of this Order. 

Article 43. — If any offence, whereby a pauper becomes refractory 
under Articles 38 or 39, be accompanied by any of tbe following 
circumstances of aggravation; tbat is to say, if such pauper, 

Persist in using violence against any person; 

Or persist in creating a noise or disturbance, so as to annoy a con- 
siderable number of the other inmates; 

Or endeavour to excite other paupers to acts of insubordination; 

Or persist in acting indecently or obscenely in the presence of any 
other inmate; 

Or persist in mischievously breaking or damaging any goods or 
property of the Guardians; 

Or persist in ref using to work; 

it shall be lawful for the Master without any direction of tho Board of 
Guardians, immediately to place such refractory pauper in confinement 
for any time not exceeding twelve hours ; which confinement shall, 
however, he reckoned as part of any punishment afterwards imposed 
by the Board of Guardians for the same offence. But it shall not ho 
lawful for the Master to confine any adult pauper without the direction 
of the Board of Guardians in that behalf, except in one of the cases 
specified in this article. 

Article 44. — Every refractory pauper shall be deemed to ho also 
disorderly, and may he punished as such; but no pauper who may 
have been punished for any offence as disorderly shall afterwards be 
punished for the same offence as refractory, and no pauper who may 
have been punished for any offence as refractory shall afterwards be 
punished for the same offence as disorderly. 

Article 45. — Ho pauper who may have been under medical care, or 
who may have been entered in the Weekly Medical Beturn, as sick or 
infirm, at any time in the course of the seven days next preceding the 
day of the commission of the offence, or who may be reasonably sup- 
posed to be under twelve or above sixty years of age, or who may be 
pronounced by the Medical Officer of the workhouse to be pregnant, 
or who may be suckling a child, shall he punished by alteration of diet

or by confinement, unless tlie Medical Officer sliall have previously 
certified in writing, that no injury to the health of such pauper is 
reasonably to be apprehended from tlie proposed punishment; and any 
modification diminishing such punishment which the Medical Officer 
of the workhouse may suggest, shall be adopted by the Master. 

Article 46. — No pauper shall be confined between eight o’clock in 
the evening and six o’clock in the morning, without being furnished 
with a bed and bedding suitable to the season, and with the other 
proper conveniences. 

Article 47. — No child under twelve years of age shall be confined 
in a dark room or during the night. 

Article 48. — No corporal punishment shall be inflicted on any 
male child except by the Schoolmaster or Master of the workhouse. 

Aeticle 49 . — No corporal punishment shall be inflicted on any female 
child. 

Article 50. — No corporal punishment shall be inflicted on any male 
child except with a rod or other instrument, such as shall be seen and 
approved of by the Board of Guardians or the Visiting Committee. 

Article 51. — No corporal punishment shall he inflicted on any 
male child until six hours shall have elapsed from the commission of 
the offence for which such punishment is inflicted. 

Article 52. — Whenever any male child is punished by corporal 
correction, tho Master and Schoolmaster shall (if possible) be both 
present. 

Article 53. — No male child shall he punished by corporal correction, 
whose ago may bo reasonably supposed to exceed fifteen years. 

Article 54. — The Master of the workhouse shall keep a book, to 
he furnished to him by the Guardians, in tho Form (A) hereunto 
annexed, in which he shall duly enter — 

lstly. — All cases of refractory or disorderly paupers, whether 
children or adults, reported to the Board of Guardians for their 
decision tlieroon. 

2ndly. — All cases of paupers, whether children or adults, who may 
have been punished without the direction of the Board of 
Guardians, with the particulars of their respective offences and 
punishments. 

Article 55. — The person who punishes any child with corporal 
correction shall forthwith report to the Master the particulars of the 
offence and punishment; and the Master shall enter the same in the 
hook specified in Article 54. 

Article 56— Such hook sliall be laid on the table at every ordinary 
meeting of the Board of Guardians, and every entry made in such 
hook since tho last ordinary meeting shall he read to the Board hy-the 
Clerk. . . 

The Guardians shall thereupon, in the first place, give directions as 
to any confinement or other punishment of any refractory, or dis- 
orderly pauper reported for their decision, and such directions shall be 
entered on the minutes of the proceedings : of the day,. and a copy 
thereof shall be inserted by the Clerk in the book specified in Article 54. 
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The Guardians, in the second place, shall take into their consideration 
the cases in which punishments are reported to have been already in- 
flicted by the Master or other officer, and the opinion of the Guardians 
in every such case shall be entered on the minutes of the day, and 
shall be communicated to the Master by the Chairman or Clerk; and 
if the opinion of the Guardians be that the Master or other officer has 
in any case acted illegally or improperly, a copy of the minutes of such 
opinion shall be forwarded by the Clerk to the Commissioners. 

Article 57. — Every pauper above the age of seven years, who is in 
the. workhouse, and who may have been punished since the last 
ordinary meeting of the Guardians, or who may be reported as 
refractory or disorderlt, shall be brought into the Board-room during 
the sitting of the Board of Guardians at their next ordinary meeting, 
whether he may request it or not, and shall have an opportunity of 
complaining to the Guardians of any undue punishment, or of any unjust 
charge; and the fact of such pauper having been brought before the 
Guardians, shall be entered on the minutes of the proceedings of the day. 

Article 5S — The Master shall eause a legible copy of the regulations 
respecting disorderly and refractory paupers contained in this Order 
to be kept suspended in the dining-hall of the workhouse, in the 
school-room or school-rooms, and in the probationary wards, and also 
m the Board-room of the Guardians. 



Yisrrnra Committee. 



Article 59. — The Board of Guardians shall appoint a Visiting 
Committee from their own body, who shall carefully examine the 
workhouse of the Union once in every week at least, shall inspect the 
last reports of the Chaplains and Medical Officer of the workhouse 
shall examine the stores in tlie workhouse, and ascertain the truth 
and circumstances of any complaints that may he made to them And 
the \ lsitmg Committee shall from time to time write such answers as 
the facts may warrant to the following queries, which are to be printed 
in a book, entitled the “Report Book of the Visiting Committee ” 
to be provided by tbe Guardians, and kept in the workbouso for that 
puipose and to he submitted regularly to the Board of Guardians at

— Are prayers regularly- 
read ? 

Q. 13. Is the established dietary duly observed? and are the hours of 
meals regularly adhered to ? 

Q. 14. Are the provisions and other supplies of the qualities contracted 
for? 

Q. 15. Is the separation of the various classes strictly enforced, according 
to Article 9 ? 

Q. 16. Is any complaint made by any pauper against any officer, or 
in respect of the provisions or accommodations ? — if so, state the name of 
the complainant and the subject of the complaint. 

Autiole 60. — It shall be lawful for the Commissioners or any of 
them, or the Assistant Commissioner, or any of the Inspectors to visit 
and inspect the workliouse, and to enter auy remarks thereon in the 
hook containing the questions to he answered by the Visiting Com- 
mittee; and no officer of such workhouse shall in anyway, directly 
or indirectly, impede such visit or inspection or the entry of such 
remarks. 

The Repairing, Upholding, and Insuring oe the Workhouse. 
Autiole 61. — The Guardians shall once at least in every year, and 
as often as may he necessary for cleanliness, cause all the rooms, wards, 
offices, and privies belonging to the workhouse to he limewashed, duel 
the cesspools to he emptied. 

Article 62. — The Guardians shall uphold and maintain the premises 
constituting the workhouse in good and substantial repair; and shall, 
from time to time, remedy without delay any such defect in the repair 
of the house, its drainage, warmth, or ventilation, or in the furniture 
or fixtures thereof, as may tend to injure the health of the inmates; 
and with a view to so upholding and maintaining the workhouse, they 
shall insure and keep insured the same, against loss or damage by fire, 
for such a sunt, being reasonably sufficient to cover any probable loss, 
and in such manner as the said Guardians may determine. 

Duties oe the Oeeioers oe the Workhouse. 

Artiole 63. — The duties of the several officers of the workhouse 
and their assistants appointed or to be appointed by the Board of 
Guardians, under the regulations of the Commissioners, or by the 
Commissioners in default of appointment by the Board of Guardians, 
shall be, respectively, such as are hereinafter specified. 

Duties oe the Master. 

Article 64. — The following shall he the duties of the Master of the 
workhouse : — 

No. 1. To admit paupers into the Workhouse in obedience to any Order 
made under Article 1, and also persons applying for admission, who may 
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appear to him to require relief through any sudden and urgent necessity; 
or who shall he named in any written recommendation from a Warden, 
and shall appear to the Master to be destitute and proper objects for 
admission ; and to cause every pauper upon admission to be examined by 
the Medical Officer, as is directed in Article 4. 

No. 2. To register the name and religious persuasion of every pauper, 
upon his admission ; and to cause every male pauper above the age o f seveii 
years, upon admission, to be searched, cleansed, and clothed, and to be 
placed in the ward appropriated to the class to which he appears to belong. 

No. 3. To enforce industry, order, punctualitj 1 -, and cleanliness, and the 
observance of the several rules herein contained, by the paupers in the 
workhouse, and by the several officers, assistants, and servants therein 
employed. 

No. 4. To read prayers to the paupers before breakfast and after supper 
every day, or cause prayers to be read — at which all the inmates must 
attend, excepting those who are incapacitated through sickness, infirmity, 
or infancy, and those who object to such attendance on account of their 
religious principles ; and to the paupers malting such declaration, the 
Master shall, if practicable, cause prayers to be read by some one of their 
own religious persuasion. 

No. 6. To cause the paupers to be inspected, and their names called over, 
immediately after morning prayers every day, in order that it may be seen 
that each individual is clean and in a proper state. 

No. 6. To provide for and enforce the employment of the able-bodied 
adult paupers, during the whole of the hours of labour ; to assist in training 
tlie youth in such employment as will best fit them for gaining their own 
living ; to keep the partially disabled paupers occupied to the extent of 
their ability; and to allow none who are capable of employment to bo idle 
at any time. 

No. 7. To visit the sleeping wards of the male paupers at Eleven 
o’clock in the forenoon of every day, and to see that such wards have been 
all duly cleansed and properly ventilated. 

No. 8. To see that the meals of the paupers are properly dressed and 
served, and to superintend the distribution thereof, in accordance with 
Articles 16, 19, and 20. 

No. 9. To say, or cause to he said, grace before and after meals. 

No. 10. To see that the dining halls, tables, and seats are cleansed after 
each meal. 

No. 11. To visit all the wards of the male paupers at or before Nine 
o’clock every night, and see that all the male paupers are in bed, and 
that all fires and lights are extinguished. 

No. 12. To receive from the porter the keys of the entrance to the 
workhouse, at Nine o’clock every night, and to deliver them to him 
again at Six o’clock every morning, or at such hours as shall, from time 
to time, he fixed by the Board of Guardians, and approved by the Com- 
missioners. 

No. 13. To see that the male paupers are properly clothed, and that their 
clothes are kept in proper repair. 

No. 14. To send for the Medical Officer of the workhouse in case any 
pauper is taken ill, or becomes insane; and to take care that all sick and 
insane paupers are duly visited by the Medical Officer, and are provided 
with such medicines and attendance, diet, and other necessaries as the 
Medical Officer shall in writing direct, and to apprize the nearest relation 
m the workhouse of the sickness of any pauper. And in the case of 
dangerous sickness, to send for the Chaplain or other licensed minister of 
the persuasion of the pauper, as well as for any relative or friend of such 
pauper, resident within a reasonable distance, whom he may desire to see 

No. IS. To give immediate information of the death of any pauper hi the 

workhouse to the Medical Officer, and to the nearest relations of the 
deceased who may he known to him, and -who may reside within a reason- 
able distance ; and if the body he not removed within a reasonable time to 
provide for the interment thereof. 

No. 16. To take charge of the clothes, and other articles, if any, of such 
deceased pauper, and deliver an inventory thereof, to the next meeting of 
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the Board of Guardians, who shall give the necessary directions respecting 
the same. . , 

No. 17. To keep all hooks of accounts which he is, or hereafter may he, 
by any Order under the seal of the Commissioners, directed and required 
to keep ; to allow the same to he constantly open to the inspection of any 
of the Guardians of the Union, and to submit the same to the Guardians at 
their meetings. 

No. IS. To keep a look in the Form (B) to this Order annexed, to be 
entitled “ The Diet Class Booh," in which he shall every evening enter the 
numbers of the several classes of healthy and sick inmates, as ascertained by the 
daily roll-call in each department of the workhouse, as directed in Article 15. 

No. 19. To keep a Daily Diet Booh in the Form (C) to this Order 
annexed, and for the better regulation of the issues of provisions from store, to 
ascertain and enter in the said book before each meal, the numbers of each of the 
several classes who are to partake thereof, and the quantities of each article of 
diet which, according to the existing dietary, shall be required for each class, 
and likewise to enter the quantities of each article to be taken from store far 
consumption at such meal by the healthy inmates of the workhouse. 

No. 20. In like manner to keep and daily enter up a Daily Diet Book in the 
Form (D) to this Order annexed, for the sick inmates. 

No. 21 . To submit to the Board of Guardians at every ordinary meeting 
an estimate of such provisions and other articles as are required for the 
use of the workhouse, and to receive and execute the directions of the 
Board of Guardians thereupon. 

No. 22. To receive ail provisions and other articles purchased or procured 
for tlie” rise of the workhouse, and before placing them in store, to weigh 
tlie same, and examine and compare them with the bnls of parcels or 
invoices severally relating thereto; and after having proved tlie accuracy 
of such hills or invoices, to authenticate the same with his signature, and 
submit them to tlie Board of Guardians at their next ordinary meeting. 

No. 23. To receive and take charge of all provisions, clothing, imen, and 
other articles, belonging to the workhouse, or confided to his care by the 
Board of Guardians, and issue the same to the Matron or other persons as 
may he required ; and such articles shall he applied -to such purposes as 
shall he authorized or approved of by the Board ot Guardians, and to no 

°^No °4 To take stock of provisions , clothing, linen, and other articles 
belonging to the workhouse once, at the least, in every half-year, that is to say, 
on the 25th day of March and the 20th day of September, respectively, m the

No. 29. To take care that the wards, rooms, larder, kitchen, “4 
other offices of the;workhouse, and all the utensils or in 

keot clean and in good order ; and as often as any defect m the same, or m 
the state of the workhouse, shall occur, to report the same m Ins journal 

to the Board of Guardians at their next ordinary meeting. 

No. 30. To! inform tlie Visiting Committee and the Board of Guardians 
of the state of the workhouse in every department ; and to report m his 
journal to the Board of Guardians at their next ordinary meeting any 
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negligence or other misconduct on the part of any of the subordinate officers 
or servants of the establishment; to offer suggestions to the Board of 
Guardians for the correction of abuses, and the introduction of improvements 
in the management of the workhouse ; and generally to observe and fulfil 
all lawful orders and directions of the Board of Guardians suitable to his 
office. 

Duties op the Matron. 

Article G£>. — Tlie following shall he the duties of the Matron of the 
workhouse : — 

No. 1. In the absence of the Master, or during his inability, to act as his 
substitute in all matters relating to the admission of paupers into tlie 
workhouse, and to cause every pauper upon such admission, to be duly 
registered and examined by the Medical Officer, as is directed in Article 4. 

No. 2. To cause the pauper children, under the age of seven years, and 
tlie female paupers, to be searched, cleansed, and clothed upon their 
admission, and to he placed in the wards appropriated to the classes to 
which they appear to belong. 

No. 3. To provide for and enforce the employment of the ahlc-hodied 
female paupers during the whole of the hours of labour ; and to keep the 
partially disabled female paupers occupied to the extent of their ability, 
and to assist the Schoolmistress in training up the children so as best to lit 
them for service. 

No. 4. To call over the names of the paupers, as is directed in Article 
15 ; to inspect their persons, and sec that each individual is clean. 

No. 5. To visit all the wards of the females and children every night 
before nine o’clock, and to ascertain that all the paupers in such wards are 
in bed, and all the fires and lights therein extinguished. 

No. 6. To pay particular attention to tlie moral conduct and orderly 
behaviour of tlie females ami children, and to see that they are clean and 
decent in their dress and persons. 

No. 7. To superintend and give the necessary directions for making and 
mending the linen and clothing supplied to the male paupers, and all the 
clothing supplied to the female paupers and children, and to take care that 
all such clothing he marked with the name of the Union. 

No. 8. To see that every pauper in the workhouse ha3 clean linen once 
a week, and that all the beds be kept in a clean and wholesome state. 

No. 9. To take charge of the linen and stockings for the use of the 
paupers, and the other linen in use in the workhouse, and to apply the 
same to such purposes as shall be authorized or approved of by the Board of 
Guardians, and to no other. 

No. 10. To superintend and give the necessary directions concerning tlie 
washing, drying, and getting up of the linen, stockings, and blankets, 
and to see that the same be not dried in tlie sleeping wards or in the Bick 
wards. 



No. 11. To take care, with the assistance of the nurses, of the children 
and sick paupers ; and to provide the proper diet for tlie children and the 
sick paupers, and to furnish them with such changes of clothes and linen as 
may be necessary. 

• ^°i 1 7* muhe a rec l uisition f or such articles as she deems to be necessary, 
ma book to be -provided for the purpose ; such booh, when siyned by the Master , 
to be laid by him before the Hoard of Guardians at their next ordinary meethuf. 

No. 13. To assist the Master in the general management and superin- 
tendence of the workhouse and especially in 

. Enforcing the observance of good order, cleanliness, punctuality, 
industry, and decency of demeanour among the paupers; 

Cleansing aud ventilating the sleeping wards and the dining hall, and 
all other parts of the premises ; 

Placing in store, and taking charge of tlie provisions, clothing, linen, 
aud other articles belonging to the Union. 

No. 14. To report to the Master any negligence, or other misconduct, on 
the part o± any of the subordinate officers or servants of the Establishment 
A “ d Sj^enOiy to observe and fulfil all lawful orders ami clirec- 
tions of the Board of Guardians suitable to her office. 
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No. III.] General Order of 5 February, 1849. 

Duties oe the Schoolmaster ahd Schoolmistress. 

Article 6G. The following shall be the duties of the Schoolmaster 

and Schoolmistress : — 

No. 1. To instruct the boys and girls according to the directions ex- 
pressed in Article 23. 

No. 2. To regulate the discipline and organization of the School, and 
the industrial and moral training of the children, subject to the directions 
of the Board of Guardians. 

No. 3. To accompany the children when they quit the workhouse for 
exercise. , , , 

No. 4. To keep the children clean in their persons, and orderly and 
decorous in their conduct. 

No, 5. To assist the Master and Matron respectively in maintaining due 
subordination in the workhouse. _

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Duties op the Medical Oepicer eoe the Wobkhouse. 

Article 68. — The folio-wing shall he the duties of the Medical 
Officer for the workhouse : — 

No. I. To attend at the workhouse daily, and not later than twelve o'clock 
at noon, and also when sent for by the Master, Matron, or Porter of the 
workhouse, in cases of sudden illness, accident, or other emergency; and 
at all such other times as the state of the sick or insane patients within the 
workhouse may render necessary. 

No. 2. To examine the state of the paupers on their admission into the 
workhouse ; to examine the state of the patients in the sick wards ; and 
also the state of any sick or insane pauper in the other wards. 

No. 3. To give all necessary directions as to the diet, classification, and 
treatment of the sick paupers, and paupers of unsound mind, and to report 
to the Board of Guardians any pauper of unsound mind in the workhouse 
whom he may deem to be dangerous. 

No. 4. To enter in a book, to he provided for that purpose, called the 
Sick Dietary Book, all directions which he may give regarding the diet of 
sick paupers, and paupers of unsound mind, and to submit tlie same to the 
Guardians at their weekly meetings. 

No. 5. To report in writing to the Board of Guardians any defect in the 
diet, drainage, ventilation, warmth, or other arrangement of the work- 
house, or any excess in the number of any class of inmates, which he may 
deem to be detrimental to the health of the inmates. 

No. 6. To give all necessary directions as to the diet of the children, and 
to vaccinate such of the children as may require vaccination. 

No. V. To make a weekly return to the Board of Guardians in a book 
prepared according to the prescribed form, and to insert therein the date 
of every attendance, and to deliver the same, when completed, to tho 
Guardians. 

No. 8. To enter in his weekly return the death of every pauper who shall 
die in the workhouse, together with the apparent cause thereof. 

No. 9. To give to the Guardians, when required, any reasonable infor- 
mation respecting the case of any pauper who has been under liis care ; to 
make any such written report relative to any sickness prevalent among the 
paupers in the workhotisc, as the Board of Guardians, or the Commis- 
sioners, may require of him; and to attend the Board of Guardians when 
requested by them so to do. 

Duties oe Chaplain. 

Article 69. — The following shall be the duties of a Chaplain of the 
workhouse ; — 

No. 1. To celebrate Divine Service, and to preach to the paupers, every 
Sunday, and on such other days as it may he directed by competent 
authority. 

No. 2. To visit any sick pauper in the workhouse, from time to time, 
and at all times when he may he applied to for that purpose hy the Master 
or Matron. 

No. 3. To examine and catechise the Children, at least once in every 
month ; and after each of such examinations to record the same, and state 
the general progress of the Children in a hook to be kept for that purpose, 
to be laid before the Board of Guardians at their next ordinary meeting ; 
in which book the Chaplain shall also insert the date of each of his atten- 
dances at the workhouse. 

Provided, always, that it shall be lawful for the Guardians, with the 
previous consent of the Commissioners, to dispense with the performance 
of any of the duties specified in this Article. 

Provided,, also, that nothing herein prescribed shall be construed to 
authorize any Chaplain or other officer of the workhouse to act other- 
wise than in conformity with the provisions of the 49th section of the 
first recited Act. 
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No. III.] General Order of 5 February, 1849. 

Explanation op Teems. 

Article 70. — Whenever the word “ Guardians,” or the words “ Board 
of Guardians,” are used in this Order, such word or words shall he taken 
to signify the Guardians and Board of Guardians appointed or acting 
for the Union to which the workhouse subject to these regulations 
belongs, or to the Paid Officers acting in execution of the duties of such 
Board of Guardians. 

Article 71. — Whenever the word “Commissioners” is used in this 
Order, it shall he taken to signify the Commissioners for administering 
the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland. 

Article 72. — Whenever there may he more than one workhouse 
belonging to a Union, this Order shall be held to apply to each and every 
of such workhouses, in so far as the regulations herein contained shall 
be applicable to the class or classes of paupers respectively maintained 
in any such workhouse, and to the officers appointed or to be appointed 
for such workhouse. 

Article 73. — Whenever, in describing any person or party, matter 
or thing, the word importing the singular number or the masculine 
gender only is used in this Order, the same shall he taken to include, 
and shall be applied to several persons or parties as well as one person 
or party, and females as well as males, and several matters or things as 
well as one matter or thing, respectively, unless there be something in 
tho subject or context repugnant to such construction. 

Article 74. — Whenever in this Order any article is referred to by 
its number, the article of this Order bearing that number shall be taken 
to be signified thereby.

Whereas, in pursuance of an Act passed in the twelfth year of the reign 
of Her present Majesty Queen Victoria, intituled, “An Art to make 
provision, until the Thirty-first day of December, One Thousand Eight 
Hundred and Fifty, for a General Kate in Aid of certain distressed 
Unions and Electoral Divisions in Ireland:" We the Commissioners for 
administering the Laws for the Relief of the Poor in Ireland, have by 
a certain General Order under our Seal, hearing date the Thirteenth 
day of June instant, fixed and declared the amount of the sum which 
TVe deem it necessary should be raised for the purposes of the said Act 
during the year ending the Thirty-first day of December, One Thousand 
Eight Hundred and Forty-nine, and We have by the said Order assessed 
the sum on tho several Unions in Ireland, and have declared the 
amount of the sum so assessed, on each of such Unions, which is leviable 
on each Electoral Division of tlie Union : 

And whereas by tlie said above recited Act, it is enacted tliat tlie 
Guardians of each Union shall, in the Kate to be made on each Electoral 
Division of tho Union next after tiio receipt of such Order, provide for 
tho smn leviable on such Division, according to the Order of the Com- 
missioners as aforesaid; and from and after the making of tlie Rate on 
such Division next after the receipt of such Order the Treasurer of the 
Union shall, out of all lodgments made with him of such Kate, or any 
subsequent Rato, on account of such Division, reserve one moiety of all 
such lodgments, and place the same to the credit of such Division in an 
account to he entitled “The Union Rate in Aid Account,” until the 
whole sum leviable on such Division under tho said Order shall have 
been reserved and placed to such Account as aforesaid ; and the 
Treasurer of such Union shall pay over from time to time all sums so 
reserved as aforesaid on account of the proportion leviable on each 
Electoral Division into the Bank of Ireland, to be there placed to a 
separate Account in tlie name of the Paymaster of Civil Services in 
Ireland, to be entitled “ The General Rate in Aid Account 

And whereas it is expedient to prescribe the Form in which the said 
“Union Rate in Aid Account" shall be kept : 

Now therefore in exercise of the powers and authorities vested in us, 
We do hereby Order and Direct that, until the whole sum assessed on 
anv of the Unions named in the Schedule annexed to this Order and 
leviable on the several Electoral Divisions thereof iD pursuance of the 
said Order of the Thirteenth day of June, or of any other Order which 
may from time to time hereafter be issued by us in that behalf under 
the said Act, shall have been so reserved and placed to the said Account, 
tlie Treasurer of such Union shall keep an Account, in the Forms I and 
II to this Order annexed, of all lodgments made with him in respect of 
the Rate made next after the receipt of the said Order of the Thirteenth 
day of June, or in respect of any subsequent Rate, on account of any 
Electoral Division of such Uniou, and of all moieties of such lodgments 
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so reserved and placed to the credit of such Electoral Division in the 
said “ Union Rate in Aid Account.” 

And We do hereby Order and Direct that the following shall be the 
heads of the said Account: — 

1. The Treasurer's Account, (Form I), on tlie debit, side of which shall 
be entered the amount of every such lodgment and the date thereof, together 
with the name of the Collector making the lodgment, and the name of the 
Electoral Division to the credit of which such lodgment is made; and on 
the credit side of the said Account shall be entered the moiety reserved of 
each lodgment, together with the name of the Electoral Division on 
account of which such moiety is reserved. 

2. The Union Hate in Aid Account, (Form II), in which a separate 
account shall be kept for each Electoral Division of the Union, on the debit 
side of which shall be entered every such moiety so reserved, and appearing 
in the Treasurer's account as aforesaid to the credit of such Electoral 
Division, with the date of the reservation of every such moiety ; and on the 
credit side of the said account, shall he entered the several payments made 
by the Treasurer into the Bank of Ireland to the “ General Kate in Aid 
Account, '■ for such Electoral Division, with tire Date of every such pay- 
ment.

1 Allowances to Able-bodied Men Receiving Out-door Relief : — 

Circular to Unions liavingin force an Order authorizing sucli Relief. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sir, May 5, 1848. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland, have had under consideration the subject of the 
quantity of food to he allowed to able-bodied men receiving out-door 
relief, on the condition of their being employed eight hours a-day, at 
least, in breaking stones, or other suitable employment. 

The Central Board of Health having been consulted by the Com- 
missioners on this important point, have stated their opinion that 1 lb. 
of mealis not sufficient for an able-bodied man who is required to work.- 
The Commissioners of the Board of Health have further stated in 
reply to the inquiries of the Commissioners, that the daily allowance 
to an able-bodied man, required to work for eight or ten hours each 
day, should he not less than 1J lb. of raw meal, or 2^ lbs. of baked 
bread — a scale which they state may he considered applicable to the 
daily ration of oatmeal, Indian corn meal, or wheaten meal. 

The Commissioners have deemed it right to inform the Boards of 
Guardians of those Unions in which out-door relief is afforded to 
able-bodied men, of the opinion of the Board of Health ou this point, 
with a view to assist them in the proper exercise of their important 
function of determining the amount of relief to he afforded in indi- 
vidual cases of destitution.

In the proportion of 40 gallons of water add 2|- stono of malt and 
12 ounces of hops. 

First, — boil 20 gallons of water one quarter of an hour, and lot it 
cool to 168 degrees; then mash the malt and let it stand one hour. 

Boil the remainder of the water and mash at 15S degrees. Then 
boil it with the hops for three quarters of an hour, and let it cool to 72 
degrees ; then add 3 gallons of barm and 6 lbs. of flour, and let it stand 
for 28 hours; it is then fit for use.

Accompanying is a report from Mr. Stedman, Clerk of Works at 
Castlebar poorhouse, describing the state of the sewers and cesspools 
and the way they have been used and neglected in gottim- into the 
state described. It may be considered as a,? example cfmmoS to , 
of the poorhouses, and I would beg to urge some steps being taken to 
have such abuse of the drams and cesspools being prevented, if possible 
There is one way of mitigating it, in my opinion, viz., by the severui 
Inspectors haying their attention called to regulations which have been 
proposed for this purpose. A prated sheet describing theform and the 
construot on of the drains, together with the attention they require, and 
also the attention the locks, spouting to roofs, and various other matters 
require, has been sent to each Union, and more than once to many of 
them. This printed sheet of instructions is prepared to be framed and 
hung up in the waiting hall or Board-room. 1 

notwithstanding all the pains which have been taken on this subject, 
* Commisdonerj’ Annual Report for 1818, App. A. No. V. 33 ( p . 122 , 8 V (| ) 
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there are but few Unions where this simple measure has been adopted. 
New masters and officers frequently take place, and very general 
ignorance and neglect seems to prevail on these subjects, for there are 
but few houses where the drains are not neglected, and where the 
spouts and drain pipes of roofs are kept clean, and free from dirt and 
obstructions.

Communication from Cleric of Works at Castlebar Union Workhouse. 

Castlebar Union Workhouse, 

Sir, \Wi May, 1848. 

According to your instructions I have got the cesspools in kitchen, 
workhouse, and yards of this house cleaned out, and find them to have 
been filled up with dirt and rubbish, such as old rags, hay, straw, turf 
mould, heathbroom, and putrid offal mixed, the sweepings of the yards 
and the apartments connected with them, some of those matters having 
floated into the sewers, stopped the run of the water, which then formed 
sediments in them instead of the cesspools, which were formed sufficiently 
deep and large for that purpose; the gratings over them have been 
taken up to sweep the dirt in, to save trouble of carriage to a proper 
place; some of them I have attended to I have received eight barrows 
.full of dirt raised. It never could have been contemplated that they 
would be raised for the purpose to which they have been applied to, 
such as emptying chamber buckets and all kind of filth, instead of going 
to the privy or some other proper place. They have flowed into the 
sewers, the cesspoolshaving previously been full of such dirt, as I have 
described.

C. — Belief to Families of Persons occupying more than a Quarter 
of an Acre of Land : — Circular to Unions in Ireland. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sir, May 23, 1848. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Belief of the 
Poor in Ireland, have been informed that the families of persons occu- 
pying more than a quarter of an acre of land, suffer in some eases very 
great privation in consequence of the head of the family refusing to 
give up the occupation of any part of such land, and being therefore not 
entitled to receive relief under the provisions of 10 Vic., cap. 31, 
sec. 10. 

The Commissioners have resorted to legal advice on this subject, 
and I am directed to state that such members of the family of a person 
holding more than a quarter of an acre of land as may be destitute can 
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legally be relieved in tlie workhouse of the Union, or if the workhouse 
be full, the Guardians may relieve them out of the workhouse, if an 
Order of the Poor Law Commissioners authorizing the relief of such 
persous out of the workhouse, under the 2nd section of the Act, be in 
operation in the Union in which they reside. 

The Commissioners desire at the same time to point out, that the 
provisional power given to Relieving Officers under sec. 7 of the Relief 
Extension Act, applies to every class of destitute persons in all cases 
of sudden and urgent necessity, whether the parties ho or be not 
relievable out of the workhouse by the Board of Guardians in virtue of 
any Order of the Poor Law Commissioners, issued under the 2nd section 
of the Extension Act. 

It is not to be understood, however, from the above observations, 
that a person occupying more than a quarter of an acre is himself 
relievable either in or out of the workhouse. 

I am to desire that you will call the immediate attention of the 
Board of Guardians to the contents of this Circular, and to the necessity 
of their at once giving instruction to the Relieving Officers of tho 
Union, accordingly.

Adverting to their Circular of the 23rd ultimo, concerning the 
relief which may legally be afforded from the poor rates to the desti- 
tute wives and children of persons occupying more than a quarter of an 
acre of land, the Commissioners for administering the Laws for the 
Relief of the Poor in Ireland direct me to state, that having reason to 
believe that some misapprehension exists as to the precise nature of 
the modifications which the law, as explained in that Circular, may 
introduce into the administration of relief, they desire to make the 
following observations : — 

The only practical difference which that Circular need make in the 
administration of relief is, that Boards of Guardians and Relieving 
Officers should not permit the wife or child of a person occupying more 
than a quarter of an acre of land to die of starvation, or to suffer extreme 
privations, because the husband or father (as the case may be) refuses to 
qualify himself for relief, by ceasing to occupy more than suck quarter of 
an acre. But it would he an entire perversion of the meaning of the 
law, and of the language and meaning of the Circular, to give relief 
systematically and indiscriminately to the wives and children of persons 
occupying more than a quarter of an acre of land, when the legislature 
has expressly declared that such occupiers are not to he deemed des- 
titute. 

If such occupiers are really able to maintain their wives and families,. 
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Boards of Guardians have exactly the same remedy under the Irish 
. a S ra ° t Act (10 & 11 Vic., c. 84), against them, as against a person 
m employment with high wages, who “deserts or wilfully neglects to 
maintain his wife or any child whom he may he liable to maintain, so 
that such wife or child shall become destitute, and be relieved in or 
out of the workhouse of any Union in Ireland.” Under that Act, any 
such occupier may be prosecuted for wilfully neglecting to maintain 
ms wife or child, and he “shall, on conviction thereof, before any 
Justice of the Peace, be committed to the common gaol, or House of 
Correction, there to be kept to hard labour for any time not exceeding 
three calendar months.” 

It is true that Boards of Guardians have no adequate protection 
against a person who, although he persists in occupying more than a 
quarter of an acre of laud, is so poor that he cannot be said, in the 
legal sense of the words, wilfully to nealect to maintain his wife or 
child, and who yet is practically the cause of the destitution of such 
wife or child, by his refusing to bring himself within the conditions 
through which he would he entitled by law to relief. The Guardians 
will be thus exposed to numerous attempts at imposition, which can 
only bo successfully met by patient inquiry aud discrimination on the 
part of themselves and of Relieving Officers. At the same time, it is 
to bo remembered, that Boards of Guardians are now deemed to be in a 
position which will enable them to save an innocent wife or child from 
death by starvation, arising from the obstinacy of a husband or father; 
and means are thus afforded for the better securing an object, which 
must be regarded as tlie principal aim of every Poor Law, viz., the 
preservation of human life.

As tbe period of harvest is approaching, when all Orders of the 
Commissioners authorizing relief out of the workhouse under the 2nd 
section of tbe Irish Relief Extension Act will he discontinued, the 
Commissioners are desirous of calling the attention of all Guardians of 
Unions wherein any such Order is now iu force, to the preparatory 
steps which it is advisable to adopt at the present time. 

It is to he observed that the number of able-bodied persons and their 
families now iu the workhouses of such Unions are a very considerable 
proportion of the whole, and as in the period which will intervene 
between the issuing of the present Circular and tire harvest, a groat 
diminution in the number of inmates may he expected to arise, by 
persons of this class leaving the workhouse, the course which the Com- 
missioners recommend is, that so soon as inmates begin of their own 
accord, to quit the workhouse, the vacant room should he made available 
by offering admission to persons on the Out-Relief Lists in cases wliero 
it appears doubtful whether such persons will longer require relief. 

The Guardians will not hesitate, in oases where it is clear tlrat per- 
sons may obtain employment, or that they will ho otherwise in posses- 
sion of resources, to discharge them absolutely from the Relief Lists 
whether receiving relief in or out of the workhouse. 

The Commissioners leave the period at which these reductions may 
he safely and properly effected to the discretion of the Guardians 
requesting them, however, to hear in mind, that the extensive relief 
afforded in rations at this season of the last year, underwent a gradual 
reduction from the 4ih July, and was brought to a close in the majority 
of Unions throughout Ireland, on the 15th August. ' J

Tlio Commissioners for administering tlio Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland have had under consideration the superior progress 
which has been made in the collection of poor rates in Unions in 
which the Collectors were bound to collect the rates within a limited 
time ; and being anxious to secure, generally, a proper discharge of the 
duties of the olfice of Collector of Poor Rate, they request the [Guar- 
dians or Vice-Guardians] before issuing a warrant for the collection of 

any new rate in Union to bind each Collector to collect the 

amount within such a term (to be specified in the Bond), as shall at the 
time appear to be sufficient for the performance of the duty; and in no 
case to receive a Bond according to the more general form, allowing an 
unlimited time for the collection. 

To effect this object it will he necessary to have new Bonds executed 
in case of a present Collector being appointed to collect a new rate. 

There are several instances in which the greater part of a rate has 
been efficiently collected within three months.

17. — Temporary Additional Workhouse Accommodation : — Circular 
to Poor Law Inspectors, transmitting Plans prepared hy the Com- 
missioners’ Architect. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sin, September 14, 1848. 

I am directed hy the Commissioners for administering the Laws for 
Belief of the Poor in Ireland to transmit to you herewith, a copy of a 
report received from Mr. Wilkinson, their Architect, and of a plan 
which the Commissioners requested him to prepare for providing 
temporary additional workhouse accommodation, where it cannot he 
provided by hiring an existing building, and where it is found neces- 
sary to erect; such accommodation. 
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In a previous report, in reference to propositions frequently made 
for the erection of temporary wooden buildings at the workhouses, by 
placing them inside the yard walls, or along-side the walls of yards, 
Mr. Wilkinson states, that, whenever consulted, he has always advised 
against such propositions, which he considers highly objectionable and 
calculated to destroy the efficiency of the present buildings, and engen- 
der disease, from the overcrowding some portion or other of the work- 
house, to the confusion of all discipline or proper management, which 
is more than ever required in the establishment in time of pressure. 

During the late periods of distress, Mr. . Wilkinson states a common 
practice has been to run up some boarded shed buildings around the 
yard walls, and occupy them as day-rooms, in order that the school 
and day-rooms of the workhouse may be used as dormitories; or, as 
often has been the case, to occupy the additions as dormitories also; 
while in some houses almost every apartment is stated to have been 
made a day-room and sleeping-room at the same time, and to have 
become in consequence almost unfit for habitation. 

Where the state of the Union may necessitate the increase of the 
workhouse accommodation, the Architect advises, first, the taking 
some existing old premises, if such can be had, and also, if necessary, 
the enlargement of them by adding buildings of a temporary character 
to them; or secondly, the erection of temporary buildings on a soparato 
plot of ground on the workhouse site or elsewhere : any building of this 
kind to be used as an auxiliary workhouso for all the children, or for 
oue class of children, or for one class of adults. In regard to manage- 
ment, it could he made subservient to the central establishment, aud°bc 
managed by a separate person, as the Schoolmaster, or Schoolmistress, 
or an assistant appointed for the purpose. The Architect states that lio 
would advise this course, even as a measure of economy. 

In construction, the walls might be of rubble masonry, built almost 
dry, and dashed with plaster inside or outside, to keep out the wind • 
and the roof to be covered with thatch. This kind of building will be 
much cheaper than any other ; much of the work could ho dono by 
pauper labour, where available, and where built on the workhouso site 
the boundary walls might be made available ; and by adopting a plan 
of square shape, the buildings would thus surround the yards. 

Wooden buildings may be suitable and well adapted for an emergency • 
particularly for Fever cases ; but it is stated that they are more°costly 
than the above, less durable, and without frequent care and considerable 
outlay, will he difficult to be kept very long together, from the effect 
°' varying weather in the boards, causing them to crack and twist. 

iiie Ai cliitect estimates that for about £1 per licad good temporary 
accommodation by means of an auxiliary poorhouse constructed as 
above explained, could be speedily obtained in most places, and it could 
he planned on a scale to be enlarged to any required extent; and he 
recommends the course above pointed out in preference to many pro- 
positions which have been found objectionable and have led to wasteful 
outlay in the erection of wooden additions from time to time made to 
the existing buildings. 

The advanced season of the year is not now favourable for commencino- 
any important new works of a permanent character; yet it has been 
suggested that the best economy, where funds will permit it, will be 
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found in tlio execution of sucli permanent additions as the future wants 
of the Union are likely to require; and buildings for the separate lodg- 
ment of the children are those perhaps most desirable. 

The report and plan herewith give further particulars as to the 
temporary buildings which arc recommended by the Architect.

Gentlemen, Dublin, September 1, 1848. 

I have recently made a Special Deport to your Board on the 
objections to the erection of the temporary wooden shed buildings in 
the yards of the poorliouses which have been so often proposed in one 
shape or other. 

Iu addition to the objections which belong to them, there may 
probably be a necessity in several Unions for making a more extensive 
temporary provision, by means of workhouse accommodation, than could 
bo obtaiued by any temporary buildings adjoining the poorliouses, 
under any circumstances. 

I have, therefore, prepared the accompanying plans of a simple and 
economical arrangement of a building of a temporary character, capable 
of being carried into execution on a scale suited for 300 or 400 inmates, 
up to 1,000 or more, if necessary. 

The plan given is a general one, capable of being modified to suit 
any particular piece of land. It proposes the construction of one-height 
buildings, with dry rubble walls, or common mortar walls and thatched 
roofs. 

It is considered that much of the work can be done by paupers’ 
labour. 

The building to bo kept quite distinct from the original poorhouse, 
either ou an airy part of the workhouse site, where spacious enough, or 
on some convenient field. 

The classes to occupy the building to ho either the children or the 
adults, both men and women, or one class only. 

The food might bo cooked at the original poorhouse, and carried to 
the auxiliary one; or be cooked at the auxiliary one with stores kept at 
the original building, as may be thought advisable, this being a matter, 
perhaps, that will be chiefly determined by the extent or position of the 
auxiliary building. 

The cost of providing such accommodation may be expected to vary 
from about 20s. to 30s. per bead in most places. It is probable that 
the platforms for the beds could, in some localities, be made of the old 
planks employed on the Relief Works — and the planks could also, 
where available, be used in other parts of the work. 

By using dry walls, where materials are favourable, the walls may be 
built in winter, and if dashed outside, or inside, the wind will not blow 
through them. 

It is desirable, in laying out the buildings, to maintain some sepa- 
ration, so as to prevent the spread of fire iij case of accident, and the 
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party walls, if carried 2 feet over the roofs, may to some extent assist 
this object. 

In conclusion, I am desirous of adding, that where any existing 
premises can be obtained, it will, in most instances, he found better to 
rent them, in order to provide greater workhouse accommodation, than 
to make new erections of temporary buildings; the latter, however, may 
be advantageously added to such old premises, where greater room is 
required.

I am directed by the Central Board of Health to forward to the 
Commissioners for administering tbe Laws for Relief of tlie Poor in 
Ireland, tbe accompanying copies of a Circular, which the Board have 
recently published, containing instructions for the prevention of the 
spread of Cholera. 

The Board beg to suggest to the Commissioners, the propriety of 
examining into, and improving, if necessary, the ventilation, especially 
of the sleeping apartments of the paupers in workhouses, as the Board 
of Health believe that breathing impure air, such as that of a badly 
ventilated sleeping apartment, predisposes to Cholera, by causing the 
deterioration of the blood and depression of the vital energies. 

The Board would also suggest, in the event of Cholera making its 
appearance in this country, that directions he given that any eases of 
diarrhoea occurring in workhouses, should be immediately reported to 
the Medical Officer.

Cholera. 

As there seems reason to apprehend that Cholera may again, perhaps 
within a short period, reach this country, the Commissioners of Health 
deem it advisable to submit, for general information, the following obser- 
vations in reference to the epidemic, and to the measures proper to be 
adopted in the event of its re-appearance in this country. 

The Commissioners of Health arc anxious to impress upon all persons 
the important difference that exists between Cholera and Fever, with 
respect to the mode of propagation of these epidemic diseases. Fever, 
it is well known, is highly contagious, or easily propagated from one 
individual to another, while all experience shows that Cholera is rarely, 
if ever, contagious; consequently, the separation of the sick from the 
healthy — a measure so essential in checking the spread of Fever — 
is not required in Cholera, and the friends and relatives of persons 
attacked with Cholera may be under no apprehension of catching the 
disease, and need not be deterred from affording to the sick, in their own 
dwellings, every needful assistance and attention. 

This view of the subject has an important bearing upon the measures 
to he adopted in meeting a visitation of Cholera. In contending against 
epidemic Fevers, it has been found necessary to maintain large Hospital 
Establishments for the purpose of preventing the spread of the disease 
by infection, and of affording to the sick those attentions, which are so 
often required during the tedious recovery from Fever; hut the case is 
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different with respect to Cholera, and the Commissioners of Health, after 
mature consideration, do not advise that Cholera should ho met by an 
extended system of Hospital accommodation, such as is needful ill 
epidemics of Fever, but recommend in preference, a general system of 
prompt and efficient Dispensary relief, for the following reasons:— 

lstly. — That Cholera being rarely, if ever, contagious, there is not 
risk of infection, as in Fever, in leaving the sick in tlicir own 
dwellings, or in receiving them into General Hospitals. 

2ndly. — That an attack of Cholera being usually so sudden, and its 
whole duration so short, the delay necessarily attendant upon the 
removal of the patient to Hospital, may lead to loss of life, or of the 
time most valuable for treatment. 

3rdlv. — That the Medical treatment of Cholera, being much moro 
simple than that of Fever, can be efficiently conducted at the dwellings 
of the patients, and the required assistance to Medical treatment can 
he as effectively given by the families and friends of the sick, as by 
nurses in Hospitals. 

4thly. — That recovery from Cholera not being ordinarily followed 
by prolonged debility (such as attends on Fever), patients on their 
recovery from an attack of Cholera do not generally stand in need of 
the same lengthened Hospital attendance as Fever patients. 

The Commissioners of Health do not, however, advise, that in the 
event of the appearance of Cholera, Hospital relief should be altogether 
dispensed with, as there is always, particularly in cities, a large class 
of destitute persons who have neither friends nor the means of sup- 
port, and to such persons efficient relief cannot be afforded except in 
Hospitals. The non-contagious character of Cholera, fortunately removes 
all objection to tlic receiving of persons suffering under tlio disease into 
the ordinary Hospitals of the country, whether County Infirmaries or 
Fever Hospitals, all of which the Commissioners of Health advise 
should be open and in readiness to receive destitute patients in Cholera. 

The Commissioners of Health believe, that besides the advantage of 
affording prompt and efficient relief to destitute persons affected with 
Cholera, the admission of such patients into the ordinary Hospitals of 
the country would be attended with salutary moral effects. It would 
greatly lessen, if not quite remove, the generally prevailing apprehen- 
sions respecting the highly contagious nature of the disease, and would 
thus dispose the friends and relatives of the sick to he moro active and 
constant in their attentions; the sick themselves, no longer treated like 
persons stricken by a pestilence, would acquire confidence, and with 
confidence a strength that would enable them the bettor to struggle with 
the disease. 

Nature of the Attach . — It seems to be a well-established fact and one 
that cannot be too strongly impressed upon the minds of the people 
generally, as upon this fact depends the best hope of successfully con- 
tending’ with the disease, that in nearly all cases of Cholera, there are 
two stages of the disease, the first being merely Diarrhoea, or simple 
looseness of the bowels ; the second being the stage of Collapse, or Bine 
Cholera, marked by cramps, failure of the circulation, lividity of the 
skin, cold, clammy perspiration, and all the other well-known symptoms 
of the disease. In the first stage of the disease Medical treatment is 
frequently successful, in the second stage too often of no avail. 
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The first stage, Diarrhcea, or mere looseness of the hoivels, may he of 
only a few hours’ duration, or may continue from one to several days. 
It is most important to bear in mind that this Diarrhcea may he entirely 
without pain; indeed, it most frequently is without pain, or merely 
accompanied with trifling griping or uneasiness. This absence of pain, 
or the little accompanying uneasiness, has too often thrown the patient 
off his guard, who has thus neglected the warning of his danger, and 
has allowed the time for cure to pass by. 

It may be safely asserted that, during the prevalence of an epidemic 
of Cholera, Diarrhoea, or looseness of bowels, which is free from pain, is 
more dangerous, more likely to be the first stage of the disease, than 
Diarrhoea accompanied with griping or pain. Let it then be clearly 
understood, that when the epidemic is prevalent, mere looseness of the 
bowels with or without pain, may he the commencement or first stage of 
Cholera — that the disease is generally curable in this stage, and that not 
a moment should he lost in applying for relief. 

To afford this immediate relief, the Commissioners of Health recom- 
mend that every existing Medical Institution, whether Hospital or 
Dispensary, should be open, day and night, during the prevalence of 
Cholera, to all applicants, without distinction, where all who ajrply 
should obtain, without a moment’s delay, advice and medicine ; and from 
which all the poor, who may be unable to leave their dwellings, may be 
visited with promptitude, and supplied with medicine at home, or 
transferred, if requisite, to Hospital. 

To effect these objects, the following arrangements arc recom- 
mended : — 

lstly. The prescribing room of every Medical Institution, whether 
Hospital or Dispensary, should be open day and night, without inter- 
mission, during the prevalence of Cholera, and a Medical Officer should 
he in constant attendance to prescribe for all applicants. 

2ndly. Bach Hospital and Dispensary should have a certain district 
allotted to it, and the attending Porter or Clerk should keep a book 
in which he should enter the names and residences of all applicants 
for relief within the district, who are unable to leave their homes. 
The book should show the time of application, and the name and 
residence of the patient. 

3rdly. A second Medical Officer should he constantly in readiness 
to receive the names of all such applicants, and to proceed, without 
delay, to visit them. The Visiting Physician, instead of writing a 
prescription at the residence of the patient, should be provided with 
a small portable pocket-mediciue-box, containing tbe medicines most 
generally required, made up in such a form as to render their adminis- 
tration as speedy and as simple as possible. Such portable medicine- 
boxes can he procured at a very small cost, or may be made up on an 
emergency, of pasteboard, or thin hoard, or tin, in the form of a book 
about 7 inches long, 4 inches broad, and 1 inch deep, with one of the 
sides to fold hack, or open on hinges. The services of an Apothecary 
will be required to keep up a constant supply of the medicines 
required, made up ready for use. The Medical Officers will generally 
give formulae for the medicines they may deem best. The following 
may, however, serve as an example of what should be generally 
provided in the pocket-medicine-boxes. The most portable forms for 
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the medicines are selected; — the directions should, as far as practicable, 

be printed. 

Powders. — Carbonate of Ammonia, in waxed papers, each paper 
containing 40 grains, with the following printed directions on the 
outside : — ■“ Dissolve this Powder in half-a-piut of water, give two table 
spoonfuls every hour.” 

Powdees. — Compound poioder of Chalk with Opium — (Pulv. Gretce 
c Opio), in packets each containing 6 papers, each paper containing 10 
grains of the Powder, with printed directions : — “ One Powder every 
half-hour until the looseness ceases.” 

Pills of Powdered Opium, each containing one quarter of a grain 
of Opium, and two grains of Powdered Ginger, made up with Oil of 
Peppermint. The Pills to be in boxes, each box containing G Pills, 
with a printed label : — “ Opium Pills, one every half-hour until the 
looseness ceases.” 

Pills of Mercury and Opium, each containing one quarter of a grain 
of Calomel, two grains of Hydrargyrum c Creta (Mercury with Chalk), 
and a quarter of a grain of Opium, made up with Oil of Caraway (which 
will serve to distinguish them from the plain Opium Pills), in Boxes, 
each containing 6 Pills, with a printed label : — “ Mercury and Opium 
Pills, one every half-hour.” 

Bottles (one or two ounce phials, with cork stoppers), 

1. Containing — Tincture of Opium (Laudanum), 

2. „ Hoffman’s Liquor, 

3. „ Tincture of Rhatany, 

4. „ Creasote. 

Along with the box should he carried a small jar of strong brown 
mustard. 

The Visiting Physician should also be furnished with printed Bonus, 
for the removal to Hospital of patients who are destitute of assistance 
in their own dwellings; — in short, every measure should ho adopted 
that will obviate the least delay. It may he necessary in some instances 
to establish Temporary District Dispensaries, but it is most desirable, 
for reasons already given, that the permanent institutions should bo first 
made available. 

It is not within the purpose of a communication such as this to go 
into details of treatment. There are, however, two points on which the 
Commissioners of Health feel it will not be out of place to give an opinion, 
viz., the employment of frictions and the allowance of drinks to the sick! 
The Commissioners cannot recommend that fluid applications of any 
kind should he employed in frictions on the body or limbs, as the cold 
consequent on prolonged exposure and evaporation more than counter- 
balances any supposed good effect from friction, which if at all used, 
should be made merely with the warm hand without disturbing the 
bed-clothes. The Commissioners also advise that when patients suffer 
from thirst, they should in general be permitted to drink freely, as 
experience shows that the denial of drink does not check vomiting 
while it increases very much the suffering of the patient from the 
burning thirst that so often accompanies the disease. 

It is scarcely necessary to observe that, as far as empowered by Act 
of Parliament, the Commissioners of Health will afford all the eo-opera- 
tion and advice in their power to Managing Committees of Public 
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Institutions, and to Voluntary Sanitary Associations, whose aid may he 
most useful in carrying out the above measures. To fix the necessary 
precautions and instructions in the minds of the people, it is recom- 
mended that copies of the following Circular he printed and extensively 
published and posted under the directions of the Local Committees. 

Cholera. 

PRECAUTIONS AND INSTRUCTIONS FROM COMMISSIONERS ClF HEALTH. 
Shun damp and low situations, and, if possible, quit dwellings in such 
places, during the prevalence of Cholera; keep your houses and rooms 
dry, and the windows and doors open as much and as long as the 
weather will permit; there can scarcely be too much ventilation. An 
abundant supply of fresh air is as necessary during the night as in the 
day, and pure air is as requisite for the support of life and health as 
good food. 

Remove all stagnant water and dung heaps from around your 
dwellings, and clean out all sewers without delay. Do these things at 
once, without waiting for the outbreak of the disease. It will be unsafe, 
and it will bo too late to undertake them when Cholera shall havo 
broken out. 

Avoid chills; do not wear wet clothes a moment longer than can be 
avoided. Wear a flannel belt round the stomach and loins— make use 
of plain wholesome food, in the solid rather than in the liquid form — 
abstain from fruit, raw and ill-cooked vegetables, pastry, smoked and 
hard salted meats, and salted fish, pork, cider, stale or sour malt drinks, 
pickles, and all articles of diet that from experience are known to have 
a purgative effect. 

Avoid purgative medicines, particularly Castor Oil, Seidlitz Powders, 
and Salts. 

Bo very careful that the water used as drink is of good quality. 
Abstain from stimulants unless prescribed as remedies under Medical 
advice. In former visitations of Cholera many persons, both rich and 
poor, resorted to the use of stimulants — wine, whiskey, brandy, etc., 
under the false impression, that what was sometimes useful as a cure, 
was also good as a preventive. This is a great error; stimulants, 
frequently taken, or taken in excess, are followed by collapse, which 
predisposes to the disease, and the general health, moreover, is seriously 
and permanently injured by the practice. In fine, shun damp places, 
particularly for sleeping; breathe pure air; observe cleanliness; keep the 
surface of the body warm ; avoid fatigues, and excesses of all kinds; use 
wholesome plain food; live temperately; preserve, as much as possible, 
a state of general good health, and you will have adopted the best safe- 
guards against Cholera. 

Notice. 

1st. If attacked by Diarrhoea or looseness of the bowels, however 
slight, whether with or without pain, apply without a moment’s delay, 
at the Dispensary in where Medical relief will be given at 

any hour of the day or night. 

2nd. Let notice be given without delay, at any hour of the day or 
night, at the same place, of the name and residence of any patient 
affected with vomiting, purging, or cramps, who maybe unable to go

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out ; immediate attendance will be given, and, if necessary, the patient 
will be removed to Hospital. . . 

Should you be attacked with Diarrhoea or looseness oi the bowels, 
with or without pain, and that Medical advice is not at hand, go at 
once to bed, wrap yourself in warm blankets, roll a swathe ot warm 
flannel, sprinkled with hot spirits of turpentine, or whiskey, closely 
round the body, extending from the chest to the hips, and take a 
taaspoonful of brandy or whiskey in a little water, with fifteen drops 
of laudanum, repeating it every hour, if the attack be not checked, 
until a third dose has been taken, but do not venture further in the 
use of laudanum without Medical advice.

Poor Law Commission Office, Lublin, 
“ ih j September 29, 1848. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland, call your attention at the present time to their General 
Order of the 2oth October, 1847, which contains several regulations 
relating to the performance of your duties as a Collector of Poor Rates 
and prescribes a form of hook in which you are required to enter and 
balance, weekly, the sums received by yon, in payment of poor rates, 
entitled the “ Rate-Receipt Abstract.” 

The Commissioners here extract, for your information and guidance, 
that part of the General Order which relates to the examination of your 
accounts by the Clerk of the Union ■ and the Commissioners now 
require from you, a strict observance of each of the regulations made 
for that purpose, so far as they relate to your duties as Collector of 
Poor Rates. 

“ Article I — The Clerk of the Union shall, previously to tlio delivery 
of Rate-receipt Check Books for any Electoral Division to the Collector 
of Poor Bates for such division, number the leaves thereof with con- 
secutive numbers, beginning with the number “one,” so that each 
receipt and the counterpart thereof shall be marked with a number 
differing from that of every other receipt and counterpart ; and the 
Clerk shall place his initials on each receipt. 

“Article II. — Every Collector of Poor Rates shall give receipts for 
poor rates from the Receipt Chock Books so numbered and initialed, 
and delivered to him by the Clerk of the Union, and shall give no 
other receipts for poor rates whatever, on pain of dismissal from his 
office, and prosecution for the penalties which he may incur by statute 
for a breach of this regulation; and he shall issue such receipts in 
regular succession, and in the order of their respective numbers. 

“Article III. — Every Collector of Poor Rates, iu addition to tlio 
books and forms of account prescribed by any Order of the Poor Law 
Commissioners, shall for each Electoral Division of which ho is a 
Collector keep and duly enter up a hook, in the form to this Order 
annexed, entitled The Collector’s Bate-receipt Abstract, and shall enter 
therein every sum received by him in payment of poor rates, together 
with a reference to the number of the receipt issued, and a reference 
to the number of tbe tenement, for which such sum has been received, 
as the same is numbered in the Rate Book and Collecting Book. 

“Article IV. — Every Collector shall balance the sums received by 
him in payment of poor rates and the sums lodged by him with the 
Treasurer every week, and enter up the totals of such receipts and 
lodgments in a sheet bound up in The Bate-receipt Abstract, in tbe 
form to this Order annexed, and entitled Weekly Balance Sheet of 
Collector's Receipts and Lodgments. 
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“ Article V. — Every Collector sliall submit his Colledint / Boole, 
Rate-receipt Check Books, and Rate-receipt Abstracts, to the Clerk of the 
Union for examination, once at the least in every fortnight, and if the 
Guardians shall so require, once in every week, at the hour and on the 
day, not being the day of meeting of the Guardians, which the Clerk 
shall appoint for that purpose ; and shall at the same time produce to 
the Clerk the Treasurer’s receipts for all lodgments made by him since 
the last examination of his accounts. 

“Article VI The Clerk shall, in examining the Collector’s accounts 

compare each counterpart from which a receipt has been detached, with 
the corresponding entries in the Collecting Boole, and the Rate-receipt 
Abstract, and see that the sum for which the receipt was issued has 
been duly brought to account in each of those hooks; and he shall ascer- 
tain and authenticate by his signature or initials, the correctness of the 
entries in those hooks, as well as of the sums total carried forward into 
the Weekly Balance Sheet of Collector's Receipts and Lodgments. 

“Article VII — At the next meeting of the Guardians, after every 
such examination of a Collector’s accounts, the Clerk shall lay before the 
Board of Guardians a copy of the ‘Weekly Balance Sheet of Collector’s 
Receipts and Lodgments,’ for each Electoral Division in the District of 
such Collector. 

“Article VIII. — Every Receipt Check Book from which all tho 
receipts shall have been detached, shall he returned forthwith by tho 
Collector to tho Clerk of the Union, and the Clerk shall bo thereafter 
responsible for the custody of the same.

The powers which you possess by law for the recovery of tho poor 
rates in your district are ample; and wherever payment is not mado 
to you after legal and reasonable demand thereof, you will he expected 
to enforce it by the exercise of those powers, without fear or favour. 
In the event of any violent resistance being offered to you in the 
execution of your duty, you will, on laying proper information before 
the Magistracy, receive every necessary assistance in support of your 
proceedings. J 

It is, however, of the utmost importance, both to yourself and to 
the public, that all such proceedings should be conducted by you in a 
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strictly legal and formal manner, so that no advantage may be taken 
of any technical or other defect therein. 

For your information and guidance in this respect, the Commissioners 
attach to this Letter some references and forms which may assist you in 
avoiding errors of the nature adverted to. On any points of difficulty 
not provided for in these and other instructions which have been 
furnished to you by authority, you will apply for advice and direction 
to the Board of Guardians, who, if necessary, will consult the Commis- 
sioners thereon. 

Tour progress in the collection of the rates will be closely observed 
by the Commissioners, to whom returns of the collection in each district 
will be made every week; and on all occasions of apparent failure or 
neglect of duty, you will be required to give direct explanation to the 
Commissioners of your conduct, as an officer subject to their control, 
and holding your office during their pleasure. 

Yourself and your sureties will also be liable to the Board of Guar- 
dians, on your Bond, for any loss of poor rate incurred by the Guar- 
dians through your default.

References, Forms , &c.,for the guidance of Collectors: — Annexed to fore- 
going Instructions. 

The powers of a Collector of Poor Bates are provided in the following 
statutes : — 

1. The 73rd section of Irish Poor Belief Act, 1 & 2 Vic., c. 50, and 
the provisions of the Grand Jury Act there referred to, 6 & 7 Wm. 
IV., c. 11G, sections 152 and 153, give to Collectors of Poor Bates — 

A power of immediate distress on the premises rated, after demand 
and refusal of the rate ; 

A power, if the Collector prefers, of laying complaint before a 
Justice, after six days’ notice, and non-payment of the late ; 

And a power of proceeding by civil bill for any sum not exceeding 
£ 50 . 

2. The 78th section of the Irish Poor Belief Act contains a further 
power, independent of those above stated, of proceeding by distress, as 
for recovery of rent, under which mode of distress not only the goods 
of the ratepayer, but those of any other person found on the premises, 
may he taken. This power, however, is not available until two months 
after the rate has been made ; and the advantage attending it, of taking 
a stranger’s goods, if found on the premises, has been since extended to 
a distress made for poor rate, under the Grand J ury Act, by the 6th 
section of Irish Poor Law Amendment Act, 0 & 7 Vie., c. 92, which 
provides — 

“ That in all cases in which (under the Poor Law Acts) it is made 
lawful to levy any money by distress and sale of the goods of any 
person, all goods and chattels, to whomsoever the same may belong, 
found on any premises in respect of which any person is or shall be 
rated as the occupier, or as occupier of which he is liable to pay the

rate, shall be liable to be distrained and sold, as if they were tile goods 
and chattels of such person.” 

Two legal questions of great and general importance have arisen 
under these statutes: — 

Firstly, — Whether a Collector of Poor Eate can distrain under tho 
Grand jury Act, by virtue of his own warrant from the Guardians, 
before the expiration of two months from the making of the rate 1 
The taw officers of the Crown have all now concurred in opinion, that 
such distress may be made before the expiration of two months, that is to 
say, immediately after publication of the rates , and after demand of the 
rate, and refusal of payment. 

Secondly, — It has been asked whether, under the Oth section of the 
6th and 7th Vic., c. 92, goods already seized by the landlord for rent, 
but remaining on the premises rated, can be distrained by the Collector 
of Poor Eates ? 

The law officers of the Crown have, advised that such goods, after being 
bond fide seized by the landlord, are in the custody of the law, and cannot 
be distrained for poor rates. 

3. The above provisions relate to the enforcement of poor rates from 
occupiers only of rated hereditaments. 

The proceedings to be taken for recovery of rates assessed on imme- 
diate lessors of tenements, at or under £4 or £8, as- the case may be, 
are provided in the 2nd, 3rd, and 4th sections of the Irish Poor Law 
Amendment Act, 6th and 7th Vic., c. 92.

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it very desirable that tbe whole of tlie manure of tlie workhouse should 
be economized, they are specially anxious that the urine (which is 
known to be more valuable than the rest of the manure) should, in 
every workhouse of Ireland, be preserved as a matter of course, and 
converted to profitable uses, and the Commissioners rely on your pay- 
ing attention to this point.

Gentlemen, Dublin, September 20, 1848. 

In March, 1S47, I made a report to your Board on matters affect- 
ing the sanitary state of the poorhouses, viz., the ventilation, and the 
sewerage and cesspools of the poorhouses, &c. In the report above 
alluded to, which is printed in tbe Appendix to tbe Annual Report of 
your Board for 1847, is a general plan showing tbe constructive ar- 
rangement- of tbe drains of tbe poorhouses. 

The subject of the drains and manure pits of the poorhouses, I regret 
to state, has not received that attention which its importance demands, 
since there are very few houses where a good system of management’ 
or even a proper knowledge of the constructive arrangement of the 
sewerage prevails. 

The result is, that the cesspools, drains, and manure pits are too 
often neglected, and from being but insufficiently understood are often, 
from ignorance on the part of the officers of the houses, impx’opcrly 
altered or interfered with, and thereby put out of order. 

In a sanitary point of view, not less than for the advantages which 
would belong to a proper use of the manure which could be obtained 
from the poorhouse establishments, I venture to submit the matter to 
the notice of your Board, with a view to having the attention of all 
parties interested in tlie management of the poorhouses again called to 
the subject. 

I annex a general plan of the drains, which, I would observe, is not a 
plan of any particular bouse, but a general plan proposed for showing 
the general arrangement of tbe drainage. ° 

A particular plan of tbe drains was originally prepared for each 
bouse, and then deposited with the Clerk to he framed for reference- 
and I would beg to submit that it would be attended with much ad- 
vantage if the several Poor Law Inspectors would make a point of 
seeing that the plan of the drains is properly preserved. 

As there are few establishments where more valuable manure could 
be obtained than at the poorhouses, I would urge (what sanitary con- 
siderations alone should prompt), that at each house, where proper 
manure tanks are not already formed, such should be provided, and 
that they should, as advised m the report before adverted to, be placed 
at the most remote part of the site, or,, if practicable, in some adjoining 
held, where convenient arrangements could be made for that purpose 
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Tlie great quantity of straw used in tlie beds of the poorhouses re- 
quires to be deposited somewhere, and this cannot be better placed 
anywhere than in a large pit so placed, as shown in the plan of the 
drains, in order that it may receive and absorb the liquid overflow 
which passes from the small drains of the kitchen and wash-house, and 
workhouse yards. 

By proper attention to the use of this straw, the ashes, and other 
refuse of the house, there would be manure obtained for fertilizing the 
site, so as to increase its productive powers to a great extent. At 
present in many houses, the straw and other refuse is neglected and 
scattered by the wind, and thereby made a source of serious evil rather 
than good. 

The particulars set forth in the report of 1847, contain all the ex- 
planation on the drains. &c., necessary for guiding those who give 
attention to the subject. In addition thereto, I beg to annex a plan 
for a tank for receiving the urine of the house, which each morning 
might be collected from the dormitories and be conveyed in hand- 
barrow tubs, or tubs fitted on wheel-barrows, prepared for that 
purpose. 

The plan proposes an under-ground tank, which should bo placed 
away from the buildings as far as practicable, and near to which, under 
a small shed perhaps, could be kept the tub-barrows employed for 
removing tlie urine. 

It is proposed to arch over two-thirds of the tank, and to cover the 
remainder with a large hinged cover of closely fitting wood-work. 

A funnel is intended to he formed on top of the tank, for receiving 
the liquid into the tank, and a common deal pump to lie fixed in one 
corner for raising the liquid to be conveyed by paupers for use on tlie 
land around the bouse. _ . 

The tank is proposed to be of the size of about 10 feet by 5 ieet, and 
4 feet clear depth. The size may be increased or diminished, or two 
or more tanks might be constructed according to the size Oi the L nion, 

as circumstances may render advisable. 

A further saving of the urine, for the purpose of utilizing it, may be 
effected by having a properly formed gutter or trough in tlie male 
yards, with a small drain leading into an under-ground tank placed 
outside tlie walls of tlio yards, where it could be conveniently ap- 
proached, for removing the contents, from time to time. . An old ‘ oil 
tun,” well pitched, would answer this purpose satisfactorily. It could 
he sunk into the ground, with a strong and close-fitting framed lid on 
the top of it, level with the surface of the ground, where drains may be 
constructed to lead from the urinals into such tauk. It is desirable to 
have a simple air trap formed, as in accompanying sketch, to prevent 
the passage of any bad smell. 

In conclusion, I would advise that an overflow drain lor any over- 
charge of liquid water, resulting from continued heavy rains or other- 
wise” should he considered necessary on all the workhouse sites.

27. — Collection of Poor Hates: — Circular to every Uniou as to 
Limitation, in Collectors’ Bonds.

Adverting to tlie request contained in the Commissioners’ Circular 

Letter of the 7th August last, that the Guardians of the Union, 

before issuing a warrant for the collection of any new rate, would hind 
each Collector to collect the amount within such a term (to be specified 
in the Bond), as should at the time appear to he sufficient for the per- 
formance of the duty, and in no case to receive a Bond, according to 
the more general form, allowing an unlimited time for the collection, 
the Commissioners direct mo now to acquaint the Guardians that the 
object of the Letter above referred to, viz., the impartial and speedy 
collection of the rates, will bo further secured by the Guardians re- 
quiring each Collector at the expiration of the time allowed in his 
Bond for the collection of the rates, to balance his accounts, and fill up 
a Form which the Commissioners have prepared for the purpose, copies 
of which form are enclosed. 

I. The Commissioners request, therefore, that the Guardians will 
direct duplicate copies of the Form to be supplied forthwith to such 
Collectors as may now be under Bond to collect rates within a limited 
period ( not yet expired), and that they will acquaint such Collectors that

The Commissioners enclose for your use a copy of their General 
Order of the 2nd August, 1847,* for regulating the administration of 
Relief under the Acts now in force for the Relief of the destitute Poor 
in Ireland. 

Article VII. of that Order prescribes the “Duties of Believing 
Officers;" and to this article the Commissioners call your especial 
attention It is satisfactory to the Commissioners that you should thus 
receive directly from themselves an official intimation of the duties 
which you will be expected to discharge; and they earnestly impress 
upon you the necessity of conforming yourself, in every particular, to 
the regulations which have been framed for your guidance and control. 

The serious responsibilities of the office which you have undertaken 
should alone suffice to convince you of the prudence as well as pro- 
priety of your adhering closely to the rules prescribed ; for by so doing, 
and not otherwise, will your conduct escape censure on any occasion 
on which it may appear that the benevolent purposes of the Irish 
Relief Acts have in auy respect failed of their accomplishment. 

For example : should the funds necessary for the out-door relief of 
the poor not be provided, this is no reason why you should relax in 
the performance of such of your duties as you can, under the circum- 
stances mentioned, perform. On the contrary, it will ho your interest 
as well as your duty to use increased vigilance and exertion, lest, on 
inquiry being made into the causes of mismanagement, any part thereof 
should be traced to your want of attention to your duties. You should, 
in such a case, not fail to receive applications for relief at the times 
and places appointed by the Guardians, inquire into the circumstances 
of the applicants, record the facts of each case in the hooks provided 
for that purpose, and bring the whole under the cognizance of the 
Board of Guardians, whose duty it is to order or refuse relief, and to 
supply you with the necessary funds for dispensing relief. By such a 
course you will not only avoid censure, but will have done every thing 
within your province to remedy the defect of funds by showing, in the 
proper quarter, the necessity which may exist for providing them. 

The Commissioners now call your especial attention to a most 
important section of the statute under which your appointment lias 
been made; and, in order to insure your acquaintance with the exact 
terms of that provision, they proceed to quote it from the statute, word 
for word. It runs as follows : — 

“ Sec. Y II. And be it enacted, That every Relieving Officer so 
appointed as aforesaid shall have power to give provisional relief in any 
case of sudden and urgent necessity, either by an order for admission 
to the workhouse or fever hospital of the TJnion, provided there be

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room therein respectively, and by conveying any destitute poor person 
thereto if necessary, or by affording such poor person immediate and 
temporary relief in food, lodging, medicine, or medical attendance, until 
the next ordinary meeting of the Board of Guardians, at which meeting 
he shall report the case, and the nature and cost of the relief so 
afforded, in such form and manner as the Poor Law Commissioners shall 
prescribe, and after such report shall give no further relief, otherwise 
than by direction of the Board of Guardians in the case so reported- 
and the Guardians of the Union shall furnish the Relieving Officers 
with the necessary funds for affording relief in manner aforesaid, and 
for the relief of those destitute poor persons to whom relief shall be 
granted by the Board of Guardians, at such times and in such manner 
as the Poor Law Commissioners shall determine and direct.” 

On a judicious exercise of your powers under this section will depend, 
in a great measure, the success of your proceedings. It was not 
intended that you should, in the exercise of this power undertake, on 
your own responsibility, an extensive system of relief without direction 
or control on the part of the Board of "Guardians. Should you do so, 
and should you thereby fall into a system of indiscriminately relieving 
all applicants, you will he adopting an extreme course which wifi 
expose you to overwhelming claims, to much consequent embarrassment; 
and probably to ultimate confusion and failure. 

On the other hand, you ought, from a sense of humanity as well as 
official responsibility, to be easily accessible, and keenly alive to the 
existence of actual suffering from destitution ; and the funds which may- 
be applied by you, under your provisional power to the relief of real 
distress, and the prevention of fatal consequences from privation, will 
be rendered of the highest value, in a public sense, by the certainty of 
their having been well bestowed. Should any case of sudden and 
urgent necessity he brought to your knowledge, and fail to receive 
attention or relief, and evil consequences be the result of such failure; 
official inquiry into the facts will invariably follow, and you will be 
required to show that the failure of due relief was not owing to your 
neglect, or to abide the consequences of your conduct. 

The Commissioners doubt not that you will appreciate the full 
difficulty and delicacy of the functions which you have to discharge, 
and they trust, by the exercise of humanity, judgment, impartiality, 
and vigilant attention to your duty, the administration of relief will 
be properly conducted in your district, so far as your office is concerned, 
and that neither imposture will be successfully practised by the appli- 
cants for relief, nor that tho really destitute will fail to receive the 
relief which has been provided for them by law.

Poor Law Union Office , Athlone, 
Gentlemen, October 26, lfa4S. 

IVe have to acknowledge the receipt of yours of the 25th instant, 
No. 58,171, on the subject "of quilts mado in this workhouse, and in 
reply, beg to state that the quilts in question arc made of linen and 
woollen thread — linen warp, and woollen weft ; size, two and a half 
yards by two. The material is all spun in the house by females, dyed 
and wove out of it at a cost of 6 d. per yard. They are lined with the 
old blankets that have been seven years in use, and now worn out; 
and having disposed of all the old blankets in this way, wo arc using 
old rugs for same purpose. The worsted with which they are quilted 
was also prepared in the house; it is of a peculiar twist. 

Eighty are now finished and in use, 130 more arc in hands, and 
materials wove for 220. We have found it very difficult to procure 
flax, for last two months; hut have ordered another dozen of spinning- 
wheels for wool, and are preparing friezes, of which we stand in need 
just now. 

The quilts will stand us in about- 5s. 3 d. each, and wo are assured 
will last twenty years ; the contract existing for rugs on our arrival 
here was 5s. each, and two years is the utmost they could stand. 

We have not an idler in the house, except in sickness.

123 (the Nuisances Removal and Diseases 
Prevention Act), desire to state, that the Board of Guardians may 
appoint a Committee to act under the 1st section of that Act in the 
event of such contingencies arising as are there provided for; but the

Commissioners think suck Committee must consist only of members of 
the Board of Guardians. 

It is material, however, for the Board of Guardians to observe, that 
under the provisions of the 10th section of the same Act they are not 
empowered to take on themselves the discharge of any of the functions 
set forth in that and the following sections until they are authorized 
and required so to do by the issue of directions and regulations under 
the hands of two or more Commissioners of Health, and it is very 
possible, that those directions and regulations may guide the Board of 
Guardians as to the agency which they should employ in the discharge 
of the functions referred to. 

The Board of Guardians will further see that the powers given to 
them by the 13th and 14th sectious of the same Act arise only after the 
issue of the directions and regulations referred to, and that previously 
to their issue they cannot exercise such powers or incur any expense 
therein.

The Commissioners have received a report from their Medical 
Inspector, Mr. Phelan, relating to the employment of Nurses in work- 
houses in Ireland, in which he suggests that a girl in each workhouse 
who has learned to read and write, and has made some progress in 
arithmetic so as to enable her to keep accounts, should be selected from 
the. inmates of the workhouse, as an Assistant Nurse-tender for each 
female ward of the infirmary, to assist in the nurse-tending. 

It will be clearly understood that Mr. Phelan’s proposal is confined 
tj<>.the female wards of the workhouse infirmary, where infectious cases 
are not 'received. 

Subject to this understanding, the Commissioners think that this 
mode of industrial training might he imparted to some or all of the 
girls, iu turn, with great advantage to themselves as well as to the 
establishment, inasmuch as nurse-tending is an employment by which 
many females earn a good livelihood, especially in towns; and the 
experience obtainable in a workhouse might enable a girl to procure 
her maintenance as a nurse-tender out of the workhouse.

tions of Central Board of Health, under 11 & 12 Vie. c. 123.

I am directed by the Commissioners for administering the Laws 
for Relief of the Poor in Ireland to transmit herewith for your informa- 
tion, a copy of Directions and Regulations issued by tbe Central Board 
of Health, in pursuance of the 10th section of 12 Vic. cap. 123.

To the Councils and other Governing Bodies of Cities and Boroughs ; 
Commissioners under Local Ads; the Officers of Health appointed 
in pursuance of the Provisions of the Act 59 George 3, Cap. 41, 
the Trustees, County Surveyors and others, by Law intrusted 
with the care and management of Streets and Public T V ays and 
Places in Ireland; the Guardians of the Poor of the several 
Unions in Ireland; the Owners and Occupiers of Houses, Dwell- 
ings, Churches, Buildings and Places of Assembly, and others 
having the care and ordering thereof; and to all whom it may 
concern. 

Whereas by the provisions of the “Huisances Removal and Diseqses 
Prevention Act, 1848,” for the prevention of epidemic and contagious 
diseases, and by virtue of an Order of His Excellency the Lord Lieu- 
tenant and Privy Council, bearing date the 4th day of October, 1848, 
-directing that the said provisions of the said Act be put in force 
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throughout the whole of Ireland, we, the Commissioners of Health, aro 
authorized to issue such Directions and Regulations as we shall think 
fit for the prevention (as far as possible) or mitigation of epidemic, or 
contagious diseases. 

Now in exercise of the authority vested in us as aforesaid, we, tlio 
Commissioners of Health, do issue the following Directions and Regu- 
lations : — 

1. — We direct all Councils, and other Governing Bodies of Cities and 
Boroughs, Commissioners under Local Acts, Officers of Health, Trustees, 
County Surveyors, and others by Law intrusted with the oa.ro and 
management of the streets, and other public ways, and places, to causo 
at least once in every twenty-four hours to be effectually cleansed, all 
streets, rows, lanes, courts, alleys, and passages, and public ways and 
places, under their respective care and management, and to cause to bo 
removed all filth, and nuisances therefrom. 

2. — And further, where it shall appear that there is not any Council 
or Governing Body, or that by want or neglect of the Council of any 
City, or Borough, Commissioners, Surveyors, Trustees, Officers of Health, 
or others intrusted with the care and management as aforesaid, of 
streets and other public ways and places, or by reason of poverty of tlio 
occupiers of premises or otherwise, there may be any default or delay 
in the cleansing of, or removing nuisances from any street, row, lane, 
court, alley, passage, or public way or other place within any Union, 
we authorize and require the Guardians of such Union, by themselves 
or their Officers, to cause such street, row, lane, court, alley, passage, 
way, or place, to be effectually cleansed, and all nuisances to be removed 
therefrom, and to do all acts, matters, and things necessary for that 
purpose. 

3. — We also direct as follows: — 

That, 

When, and so often a3 any dwelling-house, in any part or 
place to which these directions and regulations extend, is in such 
a filthy and unwholesome condition as to bo a nuisance to or 
injurious to the health of any person, or, 

Where upon any premises, or any part or place as aforesaid, 
there is any foul and offensive drain, ditch, gutter, privy, cess- 
pool, or ash pit; or any drain, ditch, gutter, privy, cesspool, or 
ash pit kept or constructed so as to he a nuisance to or injurious 
to the health of any person, or, 

Where upon any such premises, swine, or any accumulation 
of dung, manure, offal, filth, refuse, or other matter or thing, is 
kept, so as to be a nuisance to, or injurious to tlio health of any 
person, or, J 



Where upon any such premises (being a building used wholly 
or m part as a dwelling-house) or being premises underneath any 
such building, any animal is kept so as to be a nuisance or 
injurious to the health of any person : 

In each of the above recited cases, the owner or occupier, and persons 
having the care or ordering of such dwelling-house, or of the premises 
whege the nuisance or matter injurious to health may be, shall cleanse, 
whitewash, or otherwise purify, as the case may require, such dwelling- 
house or building; or abate or remove the nuisance or matter injurious 
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to health as aforesaid with all reasonable speed after the publication of 
these our Directions and Regulations, or after the nuisance or matter 
injurious to health shall have arisen. 

4-. — And where it shall appear that extraordinary medical aid is 
required for persons attacked or threatened by Cholera, we authorize 
and require the Guardians of every Union where such medical aid 
may be required to provide sufficient medical aid, and, in suitable places, 
such medicines as may be required for necessitous persons attacked by 
Cholera, or by its premonitory symptoms, and to make arrangements 
for the distribution of notices, stating the places where aid and medicines 
shall have been provided. 

5. — And where it may be found impracticable to insure proper 
treatment at their own homes to any of the poorer classes, we authorize 
and require the said Guardians, where it shall appear that such accom- 
modation is required, to provide hospitals, or suitable rooms or places 
capable of accommodating necessitous cases, to which persons attacked 
by Cholera, who cannot be properly treated in their own homes may be 
conveyed. 

C. — And wo require the Guardians of the poor of any Union, in which 
it may be deemed necessary to provide as aforesaid, extraordinary 
medical aid for necessitous persons attacked by Cholera remaining in 
their own homes, or to provide in addition, hospitals, or suitable rooms 
or places capable of accommodating such necessitous persons as cannot be 
properly treated at their homes, to report to us without delay, the 
measures or arrangements adopted to carry out the above objects. 

7. — And in case of death by Cholera, we hereby authorize and 
require the last medical attendant upon the person of the deceased, or 
in ease of there having been no medical attendant, the housekeeper or 
person present at the death, or in charge of the body, forthwith to 
notify the fact of the death to the Board of Guardians of the Union 
within which sueli death may have occurred, or to the Medical Officer 
of the District appointed by said Board. 

8. And in case the interment of any person deceased cannot ho 

otherwise provided for, we hereby authorize and require the Guardians 
of the poor of the Union in which the death has occurred, to provide for 
the speedy interment of such deceased person. 

9 . And we authorize and direct the said Guardians to make 

arrangements for obtaining daily lists of persons attacked _ by Cholera 
within their respective Unions, with the particulars of their cases and 
treatment, and for communicating the same daily to the Central Board 
of Health. 

10. — And wo hereby authorize and direct the said Guardians, whero 
it may appear needful, to appoint such additional Medical Officers, and 
also to appoint such other Officers as may he required to execute, and 
superintend the execution of, these Directions and Regulations, and to 
publish and circulate by printed band-bills, or other means, notices of 
the provisions of the said Act for the prevention of nuisances, and of 
our Regulations and Directions, or of such part of any of them, as it 
may appear desirable to make publicly known.

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Observations annexed to foregoing. 

In issuing the above directions, the Commissioners of Health 
desire to draw the attention of the various public authorities to the 
three main objects of the 11th and 12th Victoria, cap. 123, which 
are : — 

1st. — The abatement of all nuisances in connexion with houses or 
property, for the cost of abating which the owners or occupiers 
are responsible. 

2ndlv. — The abatement of public nuisances by the cleansing of 
streets, and all public ways and places, and the clearing out and 
covering of sewers or drains. 

3rdly. — The medical relief of the sick poor labouring under 
Cholera or its premonitory symptoms. 

These three objects can be most effectually and most economically 
carried out in many places by the concurrent and mutual exertions of 
the Boards of Guardians, and of the other public authorities, and in all 
towns or places where there are Town Councils, Officers of Health, or 
other governing or public authorities having the care or management 
of such towns or places, the Commissioners of Health recommend that 
the carrying out of the first two objects should be intrusted to such 
public authorities, leaving to Boards of Guardians the execution of the 
third object, viz., the medical relief of the sick poor. 

In regard to the first object, viz., the abatement of all nuisances in 
connexion with houses or property, for which the owners or occupiers 
are justly responsible— this objept can be attained with very little 
expense or delay by conducting the proceedings for the abatement of 
such nuisances under the 1st and 3rd sections of the Act, which 
provide, that upon complaint of any two or more inhabitant house- 
holders, summary proceedings may be taken before a Magistrate to 
compel the owner or occupier to abate such nuisance, and in event of 
delay or non-compliance on bis part, to impose on him a fine, and to 
have the nuisance abated, charging the expense upon such owner or 
occupier. _ The second object, viz., the abatement of public nuisances, 
the cleansing of streets, (he., may be most effectually and economically 
carried out by the Town Council, Officers of Health, Local Commis- 
sioners, and Public Authorities of the various towns in Ireland, in 
whom is already vested by previous Acts of Parliament the police or 
management of such towns. In places not provided with local managing 
bodies, it will, of course, be requisite that the duties above mentioned 
shall be performed by the Boards of Guardians of the Unions in which 
such place is situate, or by Officers appointed by them. 

Ibis arrangement will not only promote economy, but it will enable 
the Guardians in very mauy instances to devote more attention to the. 
thiid object, viz., the medical relief of, the sick poor who may be 
afflicted with Cholera, and in regard to the most effectual mode of 
carrying out the necessary measures for this object, the Commissioners 
desire to draw the attention of the Boards of Guardians to their first 
notification (a copy of which is enclosed), which contains such general 
directions as it is hoped will facilitate the arrangement of the required 
medical relief, should Cholera make its appearance.

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39. — Sanitary Expenses: — Circular to Unions in Ireland, as .to pro- 
" visions of Nuisances Removal and Diseases Prevention Act, II <6 12 
Vic. c. 123. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sir, December 22, 1843. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland, have had under consideration inquiries which have 
been made of them as to the legal authority of Boards of Guardians to 
make payments for the purpose of carrying on Sanitary operations as 
measures of precaution under the 9th and following sections of “the 
Nuisances Removal and Diseases Prevention Act, 1S48,” 11 and 12 
Vic., c. 123: — and the Commissioners deem it expedient to commu- 
nicate their views on some points arising in reference to this subject, 
for the information of the several Boards of Guardians. 

Under any circumstances, no payment under the 14th section of the 
above Act, could be legally charged upon the poor rates until the Board 
of Health bad issued directions and regulations in conformity with the 
provisions of § 10 of that Act. 

The directions and regulations of the Board of Health have now been 
issued; but the Commissioners consider it necessary to point out that 
the expenses payable from the poor rates, are limited by the terms of 
the 14th section, to cases in which expenses are incurred by the Guar- 
dians themselves, or by Officers appointed or employed by them in the 
superintendence and execution of the directions and regulations of the 
Board of Health. 

Those cases appear to be the following: — ■ ' ■ 

1. When it shall appear that there is not any council or governing 
body, or tiiat by want or neglect of the council of any City or Borough 
Commissioners, Surveyors, Trustees, or Officers of Health, or others 
intrusted with the care and management of streets, and other public 
ways and places, or by reason of poverty of the occupiers of premises, 
or otherwise, there may be a default or delay in the clearing or removal 
of nuisances from streets and other places, and when by reason thereof 
the Guardians shall in pursuance of the authority and directions of 
the Board of Health in this behalf, cause such streets and other places 
to be cleansed, and nuisances to be removed therefrom. 

2. Where the Guardians shall by themselves, or their Officers, or 
by persons appointed by themselves for the purpose, provide medical 
aid for necessitous persons attacked by Cholera, or premonitory 

. symptoms of Cholera, in pursuance of the authority and direction 
given to them in that behalf by the Board of Health; or where they 
shall provide hospitals, appoint Medical Officers, bury the dead, com- 
municate reports, or do any other act in pursuance of the same 
authority and direction. 

The Board of Guardians will observe, therefore, that the 14th section 
of the Nuisances Act does not authorize them to supply other public 
bodies with funds for carrying out the regulations and directions of the 
Board of Health, but authorizes such expenditure only in the event of 
those regulations and directions being carried but by persons or Officers 
appointed or employed by the Board of Guardians.

■IP — Hospital Stimulants: — Circular to Poor Law Inspectors. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
St®, February 21, 1849. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland, have received a report from their Medical Inspector, 
Mr. Phelan, in which he states, that as wine and whiskey constitute 
items of some expense in the workhouse accounts, particularly since the 
Temporary Fever Hospitals have been established, and as it is an object 
of great importance that when ordered by the Medical Officer, the 
quantity of such stimulants directed by him should be given to tlio 
sick, — he has been latterly in the habit of recommending the Medical 
Officers, where there is reason to think any abuse of these articles exists, 
to medicate the wine or whiskey, and thus to render it an article not 
likely to be dnfnlc by a healthy person. It is stated, that this medica- 
tion can be done so that the sick will not ho nauseated thereby; and 
that_ the medicine added to the stimulus is one which the patient often 
lias in a different shape, and in no respect diminishes the beneficial 
efiect of the stimulus. Mr. Phelan states, that the medicines which 
best answer this purpose are Ammonia and Camphor, either or both of 
which are frequently prescribed for patients for whom stimulants are 
also ordered. The quantity of the medicine necessary to be added should 
be left to the discretion of the Medical Officer, under whose inspection 
or P^der that of the Apothecary, the dilution should take place. 

Mr. Phelan’s suggestion haying extended to the Temporary Fever 
Hospitals as well as the hospitals of workhouses, the Commissioners 
communicated with the Central Board of Health on the subject, and. 
have' received a communication from them, in which they recommend, 
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that tlie suggestions offered by Mr. Phelan should be adopted, and that 
prior to the distribution of such stimulants for the use of patients tko 
Apothecary should medicate them. 

The Commissioners accordingly request, that you will bring this 
matter under the notice of the Board of Guardians and Medical Officers 
of Workhouse Hospitals, and the Apothecary, where one is employed.

Gentlemen, Pantry, February 22, 1849. 

Since I reported against the substitution of rice water, or decoction 
of rice, for milk, I have the honour of informing you that I have seen 
another preparation of rice to which I would not object, where it is an 
object to economize milk; it is thus made; -^lb. of ground rice, ilb. of 
best, or pood flour, are carefully mixed with a gallon of boiling water, 
then boiled for 15 or 20 minutes, and one gallon of new or sweet milk 
added. 

I have examined this, and am of opinion that it is a nutritious and 
fair substitute for milk, when the full quantity of the latter cannot be 
had of a fair quality. 

Aged and infirm convalescents, patients affected with diarrhoea or 
dysentery, are the parties to which it is chiefly given, and for which 
it is intended in the Skibbereen workhouse, the Medical Officer of 
which has the credit of having directed its preparation, but it may 
usefully be given to children under nine, if milk cannot be obtained. 

No sugar should be added to it.

The Commissioners for administering the for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland have received a report from their Medical Inspector, 
Mr. D. Phelan, in which he adverts to the existence of Cholera in 
several towns in Ireland, and offers some suggestions in reference to 
the arrangements necessary for its treatment in workhouses, when any 
of the inmates are attacked. 

Mr. Phelan is of opinion, that the cases occurring in each workhouse, 
should be treated either in the fever wards on the workhouse site, or 
in any sheds or other temporary buildings that may be detached from 
the main house. If in the latter, care should be taken that a sufficient 
number of fire-places or stoves, are put in them, without which they 
would not he fit for the purpose; as cholera wards require a far higher 
temperature than those for any other disease ; and the sides and roof 
should he well closed against wet and cold. A double sheeting of the 
hoarded wall of the sh?d, with some dust or dry turf mould, or any 
such intermediate filling up, and another coat of felt or of painted 
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canvass on the roof, will make these sheds warm and dry, with suffi- 
cient fire-places or stoves. 

Mr. Phelan states, that, if the patients be removed to any distance, 
the mortality is sure to be increased; for more time will be lost, the 
patients are exposed to the cold . on the way, and coliapse conies on 
more rapidly. For this and other reasons, Mr. Phelan recommends 
that the workhouse cases should be treated on the workhouse site. 

Mr. Phelan further suggests, that as the Medical Officer of the work- 
house has, in general, a considerable number of sick to attend, and as it is 
of the greatest importance that a competent person should always be on 
the spot, making frequent inquiries in the different portions of the 
bouse or auxiliary workhouses, especially amongst the aged and infirm, 
and the children, the juniors particularly, a second Medical Officer 
should be engaged; the duties to he so arranged, that each would have 
his share, and that prompt attendance should bo always given. 

Mr. Phelan also makes the following recommendations. At least 
two slipper or trough (tin) baths, should be provided, and hot water bo 
always read}'. The bath should be near the fire in the ward in which 
the patient is to he put. If the patient be in collapse, or, in the opinion 
of the Medical Officer, requiring a bath, the water should be merely 
saturated with salt, and at 112° temperature. Some flannel shirts and 
shifts should he provided, and one put on each patient immediately 
after being rubbed dry after the bath. A sufficient number of pans 
or other vessels should he provided, in which the hot water could 
he brought from the boiler to the ward. In each room in which a 
cholera case is treated, there should be one or more good fires, so as to 
keep up an agreeably warm temperature, which should not be lowered; 
and draughts of air on the patient should ho carefully prevented, whilst 
sufficient ventilation should he observed.

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47. — Workhouse Privies: — Circular to Poor Law Inspectors, trans- 
mitting Report from Architect, and Plans.

I am directed by the Commissioners for administering the Laws 
for Relief of the Poor in Ireland to transmit herewith, for your infor- 
mation, a copy of a report, and of the drawings therein referred to, 
which the Commissioners have received from their Architect, relative 
to the construction of workhouse privies.

Gentlemen, Dublin , Alcirch 22, 1849, 

Herewith arc detailed drawings showing a constructive arrange- 
ment for the workhouse privies, to admit of the use of waggons, or the 
use of shallow pits to receive the soil, instead of the arched vaults now 
in general use. 

The use of privies has not heeu very extended in the rural districts 
of Ireland at least j and, either from the neglect to employ proper 
persons to clean out the vaults occasionally, or from a disinclination 
which prevents persons engaging in such a work, there is much difficulty 
experienced in getting this necessary work properly attended to. 

The consequence is, that complaints are frequently made of the want 
of drainage to carry off the soil, and the sewers are, therefore, from 
this cause alone, often stated to be defective. 

The subject has often been reported upon on various occasions, and 
it may be considered as an established fact, that the soil from the 
privies, unless in some few exceptional cases, must be removed either 
daily, or, from vaults, at intervals of several months. 

The privies, as originally arranged, admit of their being cleaned at 
intervals of several months, unless in an over-crowded house. 

In some houses these are found to smell, while in others of exactly 
the same size and construction no smell is perceptible from the yank 

The privies are designed for the children’s yards, but they contain 
explanatory particulars which render them suitable for any of the yards. 

I beg to recommend their being sent to the several Poor Law In- 
spectors, and Temporary Poor Law Inspectors, with a view to their 
being carried into execution where the Guardians may desire them. 

The plan of using small carts to remove the soil daily has been in 
practice for some considerable time in some of the northern Unions, 
and where it is likely that daily and careful attention will be given, it 
may perhaps be found on the whole a cleaner method than that of 
covered vaults, for the reasons above stated. 

I would not, however, recommend any change being made unless it 
is likely to he attended to with regularity. 

I assume that wherever the Guardians may be desirous of carrying

48. — Collection of Poor Bates: — Circular to Poor Law Inspectors, 
as to reception of Bate Book as Evidence. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sin, April 5, 1849. 

I am directed hy the Commissioners for administering the Laws 
for Belief of the Poor in Ireland to inform you of an objection recently 
raised by a Bench of Magistrates, in a case in which an occupier of 
property, who declined to discharge the amount of rate assessed on 
him, had been summoned before them ; and I am at the same timo to 
apprize you of the opinion of the Law Adviser of tho Crown on the 
subject of the objection referred to. 

The person rated alleged that he was not in possession of the entire of 
the property in respect of which it was sought to collect the rates, and 
the Bate Book was produced as evidence that he did occupy tho pro- 
perty, but the Magistrates declined to accept tho Rato Book as sufficient 
evidence of the extent of property occupied. Tho subject having been 
communicated to the Law Adviser of tho Crown, his opinion was re- 
ceived on the point, in which he stated, that the Magistrates in the 
case referred to should have made a decree against the party summoned, 
“ he being rated as occupier, and not having appealed against the rate.”

49 — Booeino of Temporary Wooden Buildings : — Circular to Poor 
Law Inspectors. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sn b May I, 1849. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland have recently received a report from their Inspector, 
Mr. Phelan, relative to the covering of wooden sheds or buildings, so as 
to render them impervious to the weather. 

Mr. Phelan states that he has seen some sheds erected in the yard 
of the Cork County Gaol, which were covered with strong common 
calico previously coated with coal gas tar; and that shells of this 
description, erected two years since, have not, as he was informed, 
admitted wet through the roof. 

It is stated that calico thus prepared, is cheaper and more easily 
procurable than felt, which has, besides, in many cases, been found not 
to be impervious to heavy rains. 

The Commissioners have communicated on the subject with tlieir 
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Architect, Mr. Wilkinson, "who concurs in the views above expressed; 
and the Commissioners call your attention to the above suggestions, 
with a view to your pointing out the advantages which strong calico 
covered with coal gas tar possesses over felt, wherever such covering 
may be required for temporary buildings in any Union under your 
charge.

50. — Ciioleka, and Removal of Nuisances, &c. : — Circular to Poor 
Law Inspectors, calling attention to Communications from Central 
Board of Health. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Snt, May 4, 1849. 

The attention of the Commissioners for administering the Laws 
for Relief of the Poor in Ireland having been drawn to the evils which 
result from not having timely arrangements made for the treatment of 
Cholera patients, the Commissioners have been in communication with 
the Central Board of Health on the subject. 

The Board of Health state that communications still continue to 
reach them, which show that in many instances Boards of Guardians 
are either delaying to comply with the directions of the Board of Health 
in making arrangements for the treatment of Cholera cases, or are only 
partially carrying out tbo necessary arrangements. 

The Board of Health have transmitted to the Commissioners several 
documents issued by them on the subject, copies of which are enclosed; 
and they also forward a memorandum drawing particular attention to 
some of the important points in those documents. 

The Commissioners now forward to yon an extract from the memo- 
randum referred to, and they request that you will be so good as to use 
every means in your power to insure the effective execution of the 
directions and regulations which have been issued by the Central 
Board of Health, under the Nuisances Removal and Diseases Prevention 
Act; and the Commissioners desire to refer you to the 12th sec. of 
that Act, in regard to the powers of the Commissioners, and their 
Officers, for enforcing and directing the execution of such directions 
and regulations.

Enclosure I . — Important points in the Circulars of 1st September, 1848, 
and 2 2nd March, 1849, and in the Directions and Regulations issued 
on the 7th December, 1848, to which the Board of Health request 
particular attention. 

1st. — That each town or locality where there is reason to expect 
the approach of Cholera, shall he divided into districts of a con- 
venient size, to which Medical Officers are to he appointed in number 
proportioned to the duty, and in succession as the duty increases. 

M2 
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2nd. That there shall be in every such district, a dispensary or 

station where the poor, labouring under the first stage of the disease, 
or the premonitory Diarrhoea, shall have, by day and night, imme- 
diate attendance. Vide Circular No. 1.* 

3rd.— That the visiting Medical Officers, shall, in every instance, 
be provided with suitable medicines made up in form for immediate 
exhibition, so as to avoid all the delay of writing prescriptions, or 
sending for medicines, and compounding. The Commissioners do 
not however recommend that stimulants, such as brandy or wine, bo 
allowed to extern patients, as it would lead to great abuse and ex- 
pense; and if patients require such stimulants, and are unable to 
obtain them, they shonld be transmitted to hospital. 

4th. — That notices, warning the people of the necessity of imme- 
diate attention to Diarrhoea, and informing them whore to apply 
for relief, should be extensively posted. 

To the efficient carrying out of the above arrangements, the Com- 
missioners of Health attach much importance, as it is hy thus meeting 
the disease in its earliest stages that most benefit, at least expense, will 
he achieved. The Commissioners dwell upon the above recommenda- 
tion, as in many cases the Guardians, although providing hospital 
relief, have omitted to make the arrangements as above explained, and 
directed in the Circular of the 1st September. For the treatment of 
patients by dispensary attendance, whore the Guardians desire to avail 
themselves of the services of Medical Officers of existing dispensaries, 
which is recommended whenever practicable for efficiency and economy, 
it is necessary that the Guardians should have a clear understanding 
with the Medical Officers of such institutions, as to the duty to he per- 
formed, and the remuneration to he allowed them, as from the omission 
of this, much delay in affording relief has occurred in many cases. 
Hospital attendance will he also required, hut tlio arrangements neces- 
sary for that purpose are so obvious, that it does not appear necessary 
to add any observations on the directions already given in the Circulars 
above mentioned. 

It is to he observed that the preliminary steps for carrying out the 
above arrangements need not entail any expense on the Union. The 
allotment of districts and the appointment of the Medical Officers, with 
their respective duties and salaries, can be all arranged by the Guar- 
dians; bnt may remain in abeyance until Cholera appears in the Union, 
and even then Medical relief need only be offered to tlio extent actually 
required. 

In reference to tbe removal of nuisances, cleansing, and white- 
washing premises, streets, he., the Commissioners of Health are of 
opinion that, with very few exceptions, these operations should ho 
enforced under the penal clauses of the Nuisances Removal and Diseases 
Prevention hot, vide Act and Directions, under which occupiers and 
owners can be obliged to do what is necessary. The Commissioners 
fear that the application of the poor rates to such purposes would lead 
to great abuses and wasteful expenditure of public funds.

Cholera. 

As inquiries continue to be addressed to the Board of Health for 
information as to the means of providing Medical aid for poor persons 
attacked by Cholera, and as to the local authorities on whom tho 
responsibility devolve of providing such aid, the Commissioners of 
Health deem it advisable to submit the following observations in 
reply : — 

The proceedings to he taken in reference to Cholera are regulated 
by the 11th and 12th Vic., cap. 123, or Nuisances Removal and 
Diseases Prevention Act. 

Clause 9 of the above Act provides that the lord Lieutenant and 
Privy Council may direct the provisions of the said Act to be put in 
force throughout Ireland “when any part of the United Kingdom 
shall appear to be threatened with or affected by any formidable 
epidemic,” &c. 

The requisite Order under the above clause was issued on the 4th 
October, 1848. 

Clause 10 of the same Act provides that tho Commissioners of Health 
are empowered “ from time to time,” after the publication of the above 
Order “ to issue such directions and regulations as they shall think fit 
for the prevention, as far as possible, and the mitigation of such 
epidemic, endemic, or contagious disease,” <tc. 

The instructions of the Board of Health as to the arrangements for 
providing prompt dispensary and hospital relief whenever required, and 
the requisite “ directions and regulations” under the Order of the Privy 
Council to tho several Boards of Guardians throughout Ireland, are 
contained in two Circulars, respectively, issued by the Board of Health 
on the 1st September and on the 7th December, 1848. 

Clause 10 enacts that the Boards of Guardians are the local authorities 
responsible for carrying iuto effect in their several Unions the “di- 
rections and regulations of the Commissioners of Health.” 

‘•'And the last-mentioned Commissioners (the Commissioners of 
Health in Ireland), may, by any such directions and regulations, 
authorize and require the Guardians of the poor in Ireland * * * 

to provide for the dispensing of medicine, and for affording to persons 
afflicted by, or threatened with such epidemic, endemic, or contagious 
disease, such Medical aid as may be required.” 

And Clause 14 enacts that “Guardians shall defray the expenses 
incurred by them respectively in the superintendence and execution 
of snob directions and regulations out of the funds of their respective 
Unions.”

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51 , — Vice-Guardians’ Responsibility for Debts of Union : — 
Circular to Vice-Guardians. 

Poor Laio Commission Office, Dublin, 
Gentlemen, May 9, 1S49. 

Tlie Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland have had their attention drawn to the fact that in some 
instances Vice-Guardians when pressed by the urgent demands of Union 
creditors, have made themselves personally responsible to such creditors 
for debts due to them by the Union. 

The Commissioners do not doubt that the Vice-Guardians who have 
adopted this course have acted with the best intentions, but tho Com- 
missioners nevertheless, feel bound to state that such a course is open 
to objection. The Vice-Guardians not only take upon themselves a 
responsibility which they are not bound to take upon them, but tho 
effect of their doing so is to place some of the Union creditors in a 
more advantageous position than others ; and much dissatisfaction may 
thus be excited among them. It is further probable that in the settlement 
of creditors’ claims the Vice-Guardians may expose themselves to suspi- 
cion of preference of particular creditors in order to protect themselves 
from the consequences of their own personal obligations. 

There may be other objectionable consequences, not here pointed out, 
from the Vice-Guardians mixing their personal responsibility up with 
the debts and liabilities of the Union, and tho Commissioners deem it 
right therefore to call your attention to the subject, in order that tho 
practice referred to may not be pursued, as it will not ho in tho power 
of the Commissioners to indemnify Vice-Guardians for any loss they 
may ultimately sustain from such engagements.

52 . — Exemption of Relievinq Officers from Serving as Jurors : —

— Amount of Out-Door Relief Allowances : — Circular to Unions 
giving Out-Door relief, and to Poor Law Inspectors.

Complaints having been made to the Commissioners in several 
instances that the allowances of food granted to recipients of out-door 
relief are not sufficient for sustenance, the Commissioners have referred 
to the regulations issued by the late Relief Commission and to the 
published correspondence between that Commission and the Central 
Board of Health, from which it appears, that the scale laid down by 
the Relief Commissioners, with the concurrence of the Board of Health, 
was lib. of meal for each person above 9 years of age, and half that 
quantity for children under 9 years of age* 

The Commissioners have also referred to the correspondence which 
they had with the Central Board of Health in the course of last year, 
on the subject of the allowances to able-bodied men required to work* 
and to the Circular Letter which the Commissioners issued on the 5th 
May, 1848, in consequence of that correspondence to the several 
Unions in which able-bodied men rvere in the receipt of out-cloor relief. 
The following is an Extract from the Circular Letter referred to : — 
“ The Central Board of Health having been consulted by the Com- 
missioners on this important point, have stated their opinion, that lib. 
of meal is not sufficient for an able-bodied man who is required to work. 

“ The Commissioners of the Board of Health have further stated, in 
reply to tlie inquiries of the Commissioners, that the daily allowance 
to an able-bodied man, required to work for 8 or 10 hours each day, 
should be not less than ljjlb. of raw meal, or 2Jlb. of baked bread, a 
scale -which they state may be considered applicable to the daily ration 
of oatmeal, Indian corn meal, or wheaten meal.” 

It appears to the Commissioners expedient, in consequence of the com- 
plaints above adverted to, that the expressed view's of the Board of Health 
as embodied in this Minute, should be again brought under the notice 
of the several Boards of Guardians in which out-door relief is admin- 
istered in food. 

Transmit copy of this Minute accordingly, to the Board of Guar- 
dians of each Union in which out-door relief is administered in food, 
and to each of the Permanent and Temporary Inspectors. 



54. — Quality of Meal given in Out-door Relief : — Circular to Unions 
in Ireland. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Lublin, 
Sir, June 11, 1849. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland have had their attention recently directed to the cir- 
cumstance, that in some cases the meal given to persons receiving 
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out-door relief is not of the same quality as the sample on which tho 
supplies were contracted for, and they desire me to request tho par- 
ticular attention of the Guardians to the matter, in order that such 
measures may he adopted as will tend to secure the issue of wholesome 
meal equal to the quality which the Contractors agreed to supply. 

With a view to this object, the Commissioners recommend that each 
Overseer or Believing Olncer in the Union, he directed to entci daily 
in his Distribution Book, the nature and quality of the meal issued in 
his district; he should also he directed to note any irregularity in tho 
issue, or any variation in the meal issued, from the quality of meal for 
which the Guardians have contracted; these observations should then 
come before the Guardians regularly each week. 

These and such other precautions as may suggest themselves to the 
Guardians, will probably insure the issue of good meal, according to 
the contracts made by the Guardians.
